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THE HOME RULE QUESTIONS 
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PARTY LEADERS PREPARING FOR 
THE CONTEST. 

UR. GLADSTONE HOLDS A RECEPTION IN 
LONDON—MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S VIEWS— 
PLANS OF THE IRISH PARTY. 

Lonpoy, Jan. 11.—Mr. Gladstone held a 
reception at Carlton-terrace this evening. Earl 
Granville, Sir William V. Harcourt, Lord Hart- 
ington, Sir Charles Dilke, and Mr. Chamberlain 
Were conspicuous by their absence. The meet- 
ing of the Liberal Party has been postponed 
until the day before that on which the Queen’s 
speech is to be delivered. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, in a speech at a meet- 
ing of the Land Allotment Association to-day, 
said: “The new Parliament, in my opinion, will 
not last long. The Liberals must fulfill the 
pledges given the laborers to facilitate 
the acquisition of land by all those desiring 
to procure it. Previous legislation respecting 
the matter has failed to mect the wants of the 
laboring classes because the measures adopted 
were not made compulsory. The community 
must enable laborers to acquire land at a fair 
price, and prevent land owners from blackmail- 
ing the public by enforcing payment of back 
rents.” 

Sixty out of the 8 Parnellite members of Par- 
liament attended the meeting at Dublin to-day 
called to draft a line of action to be adopted at 
the forthcoming session of Parliament. The 
discussion was devoted mainly to the sub- 
ject of home rule. Reporters were not ad- 
mitted, and therefore no details of the mecting 
can be given. Mr. Parnell was not present. He 
left London last evening for the purpose of at- 
tending the conference, but got off the train at 
Crewe to partake of refreshment, and when he 
returned to the platform he found the train had 
left. He again started tor Dublin this morning, 
and arrived at Chester at the same time as 
did Mr. Gladstone,who was on his way to London. 
Mr. Gladstone ana Mr. Parnel! were on the same 
platform for a few minutes before the restarting 
of their respective trains, but neither spoke to 
the other. The conference to-day resolved to 
continue with an unalterable determination the 
struggle to secure the rights of Ireland. The 
consideration of the pending questions regard- 
ing Irish affairs was postponed until the arrival 
of Mr. Parnell. 

_ The Loyalists in Dublin intend holding week- 
ly meetings. Their purpose is to continue the 
agitation against the granting of home rule to 
Ireland, in the hope that the action of the Na- 
tional League may thus be neutralized. 

The Government does not intend to prevent 
Mr. Charles Bradlaugh from sitting in tne House 
of Commons as member for Northampton. Mr. 
Peel, Speaker of the last House, and who vill be 
re-elected, holds that Mr. Bradlaugh is fully en-

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RUMORED SEIZURE OF SAMOA. 
GERMANY SAID TO HAVE TAKEN POSSES- 


SION—THE NEWS NOT CONFIRMED. 


Lonpon, Jan. 11.—Intelligence has been 
received here that Germany has seized the isl- 
and of Samoa, inthe Pacific Ocean. The King 
and his chiefs were insulted and finally fled. A 


orce of men was landed at Apia from the Ger- 
man war ship Albatross. The German Consul 


then hauled down the Samoan flag and ran up 
thd German colors in its stead. The Samoans 
threaten to make war on the Germans. The 
American and Britisk Consuls protested against 
‘be action of the Germans. 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—No news of the report- 
ed seizure of the Samoan Islands by the warship 


Albatross has. been received by the German 
Government. Germany adheres to the neutral- 
ity agreement with England respecting Samoan. 
WasHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The State De- 
partment has no news of any seizure or at- 
tempted seizure of Samoa by Germany. First 
Assistant Secretary of State Porter said late 
to-night the he did not credit any report of 
_this kind. it would be a serious matter for 
Germany to break faith with the United States 
and Engiand at the sametime. As lateas Satur- 
day the department was in receipt of Jetters from 
the United States Consul there. These related to 
a variety of subjects, butno mention was madeor 
any difficulty or any prospect of Germany’s 
making a move of this character. The inde- 
pendence of Samoa, Mr. Porter said, was guar- 


anteed by a treaty between the United States, 
Germany, and England, The treaty was to con- 


tinue ten years, and had yet three or four years 
torun. Under this treaty the Government was 
vested in a municipal council made up of the 
representatives of the three countries. They 
were practically supreme, though, of course, 
they sought to interfere as little as 
possible with the natives, who sometimes 
indulged in the pastime of Kine making 
acd unmaking. There bad heen talk at times 
that Germany had a colonizing eye on Samoa, 
but under the treaty it could do nothing, and no 
pretext could be found by it forseizure. In view 
of the fact that the State Department had no 
news of seizure and of the further fact that the 
treaty between the three powers was yet in 
force, Mr. Porter thought it premature to dis- 
cuss what the United States would do if Ger- 


many actually had seized the island.

A LITTLE REBELLION IN SPAIN. 
SEIZURE OF A FORT AT CARTHAGENA—THE 
REBELS PROMPTLY DISPERSED. 

MADRID, Jan. 11.—A party of rebels has 


seized Fort St. Julian, in Carthagena, and 
wounded the Military Governor. The commc- 
hhorn attracted the attention of troops in the 
vicinity and they hastened to the scene 
of disturbance. On their approach the 
rebels fied. The rebels numbered 70, 


including 40 belonging to the garrison. A 
man-of-war has gone in pursuit of them. Car- 
thagena has_been declared in a state Of siege. 
Several arrests have been made in connection 
with the attack. Gen. Fajardo, the Military 
Governor of the city, who was wounded by the 
rebels, isin a critical condition. He has been 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-General in 
recognition of his gailantry, and the Queen has 
sent her own physician to attend him. 

The insurgents shouted for Zorilla and the re- 
public. They embarked on a vessel which 
was lying in the harbor in readiness to receive 
them in case they should not be successful. 
Gen. Fajardo’s leg will require amputation. It 
is rumored that two Sergeants and a Corporal 
nave been arrested. The town of Carthagena 
is now guiet. On bearing of the attempt at 
Carthagena Lopez Dominguez and other Gen- 
erals visited the War Office and offered their 
services to the Government. 

Premier Sagasta has withdrawn his assent to 
the terms on which Gen. Dominquez offered to 
accept the Ambassadorsbip at Baris. The two 
leaders had an interview to-day which lasted 20 
minutes and which resulted in a vielent rupture. 
The Dynastic Left wili now open hostilities 
against the Cabinet. 

Sefior Martinez, who was Secretary to Marshal 
Prim, has written a letter in reply to the 
pamphlet of the Spanish exile Angulo, in which 
the latter accuses the Duc de Montpensier of 
bavinge instigated the assassination of Prim. 
Martinez suggests that — s Angulo received 
the money from the Duc de Montpensier and 
hired the assassins bimself and then fied in dis- 
guise to Montevideo.

LOSS OF THE HYLTON CASTLE. 


Lia teed 
FOUNDERING SOUTH OF FIRE ISLAND AND 
ELEVEN OF THE CREW STILL MISSING. 

The British freight steamship Hylton 
Castle, which left this port for Rouen with a 
eargo of grain on Friday, foundered about 15 
miles south of the Fire Island light at 16 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The telegraph operator 
at the Fire Island Lighthouse was watching for 
an incoming steamer about 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, when he discovered a small white 
boat about five miles off and approaching the 
shore. It contained 10 men. As the strange 
boat struggled toward the shore the boat of the 
life-saving station near by put out to meet it. 

The white boat was finally brought through 
the surf by the life-savers, and its occupants 
effected a landing five miles east of the tele- 
graph station. They stated that they belonged 
to the Hylton Castle, which had foundered that 
morning. She had been caught in the recent 
violent gales and bad sprung aleak. All efforts 
to keep her afloat long enough to get back to 
port proved of no avail. The crew abandoned 
the vessel in two boats sbortly before 
she went down. Capt. Colvin commanded one 
boat and had with him 10 men. The other boat 
was commanded by the mate, who took nine 
men. This was the boat which reached Fire 
Isiand yesterday afternoon. 

The mate said that when he last saw the Cap- 
tain’s boat she had lost all but three of her 
oars. A moderate northeast wind was 
blowing at the time of the _ disaster, 
and the mate thought that the Captain’s 
boat might have reached shore, about 10 miles to 
the eastward of the Fire Island Light, or she 
might have been picked up by some passing ves- 
sel. He did not think that Capt. Colvin and his 
men had been lost. 

The agents of the lost vessel in this port are 
Patton, Vickers & Co., the agents of the Mon- 
arch Line. The Hylton Castle measured 795 
tons net and 1,258 tons gross. She was built at 
Sunderland, England, in 1871 by Oswald & Co. 
She ha seven water-tight compartments. 
Her engines were compound of 150-horse power, 
witb cylinders 28 and 55 inches in diameter and 
@ piston stroke of 33 inches. Her rig was that of 
a three-masted schooner. The owners of the 
Hylton Castile were Laws, Surtees & Co., of 
North Shields. 

Fire ISLanp, Jan. 11.—A patrolman of 
of the life saving station who came in to-night 
said that the Captain’s boat had not reached the 
shore, but that as the sea was smooth she might 
make it. It would, however, be at a point at 
least 10 miles to the eastward of Fire Island, uo- 
less she was picked up.

A GREAT FIRE IN GREAT JONES-STREET, 

THREATENI‘G BROADWAY. 

Fire broke out onthe third floor of the 
five-story marble building at No. 4 Great Jones- 
street at about 1 o'clock this morning. When 
the fire was discovered the whole floor, which 
was occupied by J. F. Tapley. booxbinder, and 
the North American Metalline Company, wasin 
fiames. When the fire enginesarrived the flames 
were bursting from all the windows on the 


front and side of the building. At 2:15 o’clock 
almost the entire building was on fire, and the 
fiames had placed in great danger the buildings 
on Broadway, which were separated from the 
fire by only a narrow alleyway. At that hour 
the firemen were working hard to prevent the 
large building on the northeast corner of Broad- 
way and Great Jones-street, occupied partly by 
the Adams Express Company, from catching fire. 
The first floor of the burning building was oc- 
cupied by John Bennett, china decorator, and 
the fourth and fifth by Rest Fenner Smith & 
Co., manufacturers of walking canes and um- 
brellus. 

At 2:45 o’ciock the flames were uncer control 
and no further danger to the Broadway build- 
ings was anticipated. The three upper stories 
of the Great Jones-street building were gutted; 
the two lower ones were drenched with water. 
The loss is estimated at $75,000.

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DEAD ON THE ORANGE MOUNTAINS. 


THE BODY OF A NEWARE MERCHANT FOUND 
HANGING FROM A TRER. 

NEWARE, Jan. 11.—The body of Edward 

Heller, a member of the file manufacturing firm 


of Heller Brothers, of this city, was found this 
morning suspended from the limb of a tree on 
the Orange Mountains, between Upper Mont- 
clair station and the Notch, on the Greenwood 
Lake Railroad. The limbs were very much 


distorted. and the entire body was frozen as 


solid as ice. Heller lived at No. 8 Hallock-street, 


Woodside.where he leaves a wife and four beau- 
tiful children. On Saturday, Jan. 2, he was at 
the house of his brother Peter, at the Notch, and 
Started to walk down to the station to take 
u train for Newark. Since that time he wes 
not seen, untilfound in the lonely spot in the 
mountains by the coschman of his brother, 


who bad been sent out to search for him. ‘The 
body was brought to Newark by Undertaker 


Vreeland, who will prepare it for buria}. 

Mr. Heller was well known in business circles 
in this city and elsewhere, and was weli sup- 
piied with money. Up to Jast Spring his rela- 
tions with his family were of the most pleasant 
nature, but at that time he was attacked with 
kidney disease, which affected his brain. He 
would wander off for weeks at a_ time, 
and on his return home would abuse his 
wife. A number of stories were circu- 
lated that he had been locked out 
of the house by his wife.’ In an interview with 
Mrs. Heller. who isa mere girl in appearance, 
she stated that sne had never refused him admis- 
sion to the bouse, but was always giad 
to see him at home. She said that once, 
when he had been visiting a family where there 
was scarlet fever, she had requested him not to 
go inthe room where the children were as she 
was afraid they would take the disease. This 
excited him and he left the house. While speak- 
ing the lady was very muck affected and burst 
into tears several times. 

Helier was about 40 years of age and was asso- 
ciated with three other brothers in the file busi- 
ness, While another brother, Louis B. Heller, is 
well known as a champion of the faith cure, be- 
sides being the instituter of several Gospel 
ene and lodging houses for tramps in this 
city, 
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DISORGANIZED PASSENGER RATES. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 11.—East-bound passenger 
affairs are’ getting more complicated every day.

THE ENEMIES OF REFORM 


AGAINST MR. EATON. 

GEN. LOGAN AND HIS FOLLOWERS MAKE A 
HARD FIGHT AND FAIL—MR. FRYE’S 
ARMY BILL—THE SILVER DISCUSSION. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—John A. Logan 
and those Senators who have followed his lead 
in opposing the confirmation of Civil Service 

Commissioner Eaton made their final plea for 

his rejection in the Senate to-day, and then that 

body confirmed Mr. Eaton by a decisive major- 
ity. The other Commissioners, Messrs. Edgerton 
and Trenholm, were then confirmed without 
opposition. Senator Logan exhausted all 
the arguments he could think of to 
induce tbe Senate to reject Mr. Katon, but when 
the vote was reached only about a dozen Sen- 
ators were found eniisted under the Logan ban- 
ner. It is understood that the negative votes 
were about equally divided between Republicans 
and Democrats, the latter being led by Mr. 
Voorhees. Senators are reticent as to who cast 
the negative votes, but the list is believed to have 
included Messrs. Logan, Sherman, Plumb, Voor- 
hees, Vance, Brown, Morgan, and Call, and 
three or four Republicans from the West 
besides those named, whose partisanship is 
too pronounced to permit them to forgive some 
of the exposures of the shortcomings of their 
party with regard to civil service reform, which 

Mr. Eaton has helped to establish, When Gen. 

Logan was the Republican candidate for Vice- 

President in 1884 the party leaders decided to 

take strong ground in support of reform in the 

civil service, and at their request Com- 
missioner Eaton prepared a document show- 


ing what had been and should be accom- 
plished in that direction. Betore this was 
issued Senator Logan and his friends thought 
they saw the way open to Republican success 
without laying too much stress on the subject 
of civil service reform, and thus going on record 
in a way that might embarrass them in the exe- 
cution of some of their schemes after they had 
gotinto power. The reform question was ac- 
cordingly dropped untii late in the campaign, 
when the leaders woke up to the danger of de- 
feat in which they stood, and then raised the cry 
of reform. Mr. Eaton afterward pointed out 
the Republican record on this matter in the 
North American Heview, and thereby earned the 
undying hostility of John A. Logan and other 
Zepublicans of his intense stripe. This and 
other plain spoken criticisms by Mr, Eaton of 
Repubiican failures to give earnest support to 
the merit system at various times were brought 
out against him by Gen. Logan, and to them 
were largely due the negative votes cast to-day 
by the Republican Senators. 


x 
A good deal of interest is taken in army circies 
in the bill introduced by Senator Frye in relation 
to the departments of the army, and some of its 
provisions meet with considerable criticism. 
Mr. Frye proposes that all future appointees 
as heads of army departments shall be army 
officers, nominated by the President and con- 
tirmed by the Senate, to be such heads for terms 
of tour years. Toe President may at any time, 
in his own discretion, place any existing 
head of a department upon the retired list, 
which the bill eniarges for that purpose. Pro- 
vision is made for the selection of the Adjutant- 
General, Quartermaster-General, Paymaster- 
General, and certain other officers trom the 
corps to which they belong, not below the grade 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, their rank and pay dur- 
ing their term to be that of Brigadier-Generat. 
The Chief Signal Officer may be selected from 
any of the oflicers not below the grade of 
Captain, bis rank and pay to be that of a 
Nekaaued of cavalry. The chief criticism of Mr. 
Frye’s bill by army officers is that it brings poli- 
tics intothe army in a most prominent way. 
Its intention seems to be to its critics to pro- 
vide that the chief officers of the army shail be 
in political accord with whoever happens to be 
President, the result being a clean s or of de- 
partment heads every time there isa change in 
the Administration. Such a system, it is as- 
serted, would be anything but beneficial to 
the service, and would be certain to 
lead to politicat intrixuing, which would 
go far toward destroying tne efficiency of 
a body of men who never Ought to meddle with 
partisan politics. Fault isalso found by some 
oificers With the provision. allowing ‘the Presi- 
dent to put exisiting heads of departments on 
the retired list at will, although they admit that 
this would serve to facilitate promotions. The 
section of the bill regarding the Cnief Signa) Or- 
ficer provokes less criticism than those men- 
tioned. Its adoption by Congress would at least 
open the way for the displacement of Gen. 
Hazen by some Oflicer whose efficiency might be 
much more conspicuous than that of Hazen, 
2nd whose ability might keep him out of hot 
water at least fora part of his term,

A little informal talk among the Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means Committee, 
just after the committee was appointed, has 
been talked of in such a wav that now, as it is 
repeated, the story gives the impression that 
Col. Morrison presided over an august body en- 
gaged In preparing a serious programme for the 
guidance of the House, There was a meeting, 
and there was some sort of tulk about the tariff 
law, indicating a purpose of the committee to 
undertake a revision. That the tariff laws 
need change, not only in the way of reducing 
duties, but also in the administrative sections, 
wus agreed. Asto the possibility of substitut- 
ing specific for ad valorem duties, there wasa 
ditference ot opinion, Col, Morrison has found 
that the protectionists have favored specific 
duties, apparently for the reason that specitic 
duties favored them, and he does not see that 
there can be much change effected in that direc- 
tion. Col. Morrison says he did not deciare his 
urpose to bring in his_ horizoptal bill, 
9ut that he is in favor of a horizontal or 
a “perpendicular”? scheme, and all the time 
in favor of a_ reduction of taxation by 


i reduction of the tariff duties. ‘There was 
some desire to hear athrmatively from Mr, 


Hewitt, who was present, but it does not appear 
thut he was prepared to offer any proposition. 
The story that Mr. Morrison and he engaged in 
an angry controversy is denied by members of 
the committee, and in proof of the absurdity of 
the story that he and Mr. Hewitt had left the 
meeting in an uofriendly wuy, he to-day showed 
a dispatch trom Mr. Hewitt, who was in New- 
York, requesting that if there should be a roll 
call, Mr. Morrison would explain that he was 
prevented by illness from attending.

Mr. Millard, of New-York, will introduce a 
bill to pension railway postal clerks who become 
disabied in the peformance of their duty or to 


make provision for their widows or children in 


case of death caused by accident while in 
service. This bill will be in the line of the sug- 
gestion made by Postmaster-General Vilas in his 
annual report, in which, after urging that 
some sort of reciprocal obligation is im- 
posed upon the Government in the 
cases of such employes as well as in 
the cases of soldiers, he recommends that the 
President ask Congress to enact a law making 
provision for these well-deserving servants of 
the people. The Postmaster-Genera! considered 
it vain to propose the dangerous civil pension, 
but believed 1t would be well tor tbe Govern- 
mentto assist the mutual benefit association 
organized by the clerks, and thatit migbt un- 
dertake the collection and management of the 


fund at its own cost, which would be trifling.

The attention thus far paid to remarks which 
have been made in the Senate on the silver ques- 
tion shows that it is a subject of special interest 
to the members of that body as well as to the 
general public. The speech of Mr. Beck in op- 
position to the views of the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and those of Messrs. 
Gray and McPherson in support of the Admin- 
istration’s position, were listened to very closely, 
and the same compliment was paid to Mr.

A CENTENARIAN WHO WAS NOT ONE OF

beth Dubois, colored, died on Saturday at her 
home, in West Parmenter-street, Newburg, N. 
Y., of dropsy, aged 110 years. She is believed to 
have been the oldest person in the State. She 
was born aslavein Ulster County, and was for 
many years the property of one of the Ulster 
County Dubois families. She was freed at the 
time the few slaves in this State were liberated 
from bondage. As Mrs. Dubois was fond of ex- 
pressing it, she was quite a girl and ableto wash 
dishes at the time of the disbandment of the 
Continental Army under Gen. Washington, in 
17838. The aged aunty has resided in Newburg 
for 40 years, and at the time of her death was 
the owner of considerable property on the street 
where she jived. She leaves two sons and a 
daughter. ne of the sons, who lives in New- 
York, is noted as appearing to be much older 
than his mother did. The funeral at Zion Church 
to-morrow will doubtless be one of the great 
events in the history of the colored population 
of Newburg.

RAILROAD * TRAINS BURROWING 
THROUGH SNOW DRIFTS. 
RIVER TOWNS MENACED BY FLOODS’ AND 
ICE GORGES—COLDEST WEATHER EVER 

KNOWN IN THE SOUTH. 


Cuicaco, Jan. 11.—The temperature has 
remained below zero all day, and the nizbt has 
started in clear and cold, with a prospect of con- 
tinued low temperature. The trains are begin- 
ning to arrive a little more promptly, particu- 
larly from the west, but only two of the roads 
have been able yet to clear their Omaha lines. 
Reports from the West and Northwest indicate 
that there is as yet no abatement of the cold 
Snap. The mercury stood at 15° to 24° below 
zero throughout illinois yesterday and last 
night. Several cases of fatal freezing are re- 
ported. At Elgin Irwin Underhill, on his 
way home from a party, lost his way 
and was found frozen stiff yesterday. His horse 
was stalled ina snow bank some distance from 
him. At Dundee Ervin Baker was found frozen 
ina farmyard. At Burlington, Iowa, John Lang 
left a barber's shop late Saturday night for home 
and was found dead Sunday morning not a quar- 
ter ota mile from where he started. <A dispatch 
from Denver says that two men were frozen to 
death near the Western Kansas line, and it is 
feared that the loss of life in the mountains was 
considerable. A gentleman who arrived from 
the southern part of Illinois this morning said: 
‘““No adequate account of the violence of the 
storm in Soutbern Illinois has been given. It 
began about 9 or 10 0’clock Thursday night, 
and although the snow had _ ceused fall- 
ing yesterday morning, the weather gave 
no signs of moderating. Trains on all 
the roads are many hours behind time. 
The Illinois Central is about the only line which 
has kept up its passenger service. I]t has mup- 
aged to do this by making up extra trains at 
different points along the road and sending 
them out ahead of the regular ones. The east- 
bound train from St. Louis to Cincinnati, on 
the Ohio and Mississippi Road, was caught in a 
drift west of Centralia early Friday morning. 
The drift was two miles long und several feet 
bigh. The train was not rescued until Satur- 
day afternoon. The passengers suffered a good 
deul, but the road managed to get coffee and 
some provisions tothem. ‘Cwo men were frozen 
while digging at the drift, and were brought into 
Odin Saturday evening. The Shawneetown and 
Beardstown Branch of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Road has been practically abandoned. _A north- 
bound freight train was caught near Louisville 
Friday night. The brakemen walked two miles 
in the teeth of the gale to a _ teiegraph 
station, where they met the south-bound 
passenger train. ‘This train tried to get to 
the freight train, intending to push it back to 
Flora, but was stalied before it reached 
it. Thecars were flimsy Summer affairs, and 
the coal ran out. Iwas one ofthe lior 20 
passengers. We passed the night in the dritt 
and nearly perished. A number of engines 
were blockaded trying to reach us, but we were 
finally rescued, and got into Flora the next 
morning. Wewere about 10 hours going seven 
niles. The fatalities in the agricultural portions 
ot Southern Iliinois have been numerous. Two 
men were frozen near the little town of Flora 
while driving cuttle from a field. An unknown 
mar was found dead on the track near Odin. 
Two cars of hogs, part of a blockaded freight 
train, were found frozen stiff Saturday morning. 
Many trees in the southern part of the State had 
budded in the warm weather of the past month. 
These will nearly all die, and the loss wiil doubt- 
less belarge. The farmers say flocks of dead 
prairie chickens and coveys of frozen quail can 
be seen on nearly all farms. They think few 
wild towl will survive the blizzard. Vhe svow 
was not over three inches deep on the level, but 
the gale drifted it badly. The thermometer 
ranged from 15° to 23° below zero. The present 
storm isthe worst one Southern lilinois has bad 
for years.” | 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., Jan. 11.—Railroad 
trattic has been resumed and Western trains ure 
moving to-day without serious delay. Four 
persons are reported to’ have been frozen to 
death last week, in Sherman County, Kan. 
Their names are Fred Beride and Jacob Koen- 
ingham, of Gardy; Mr. Koens, of Voltaire, anda 
boy named Harper, also of Voltaire. 

ToprKaA, Kan., Jan. 11.—News reached 
here this noon that a heavy snow was falling at 
Newton, which would further interfere with the 
travel on the Santa ¥é Road. During the 
afternoon, however, the Santa Fé general 
officers were informed that the storm had 
ceased, that the sky was clear, and the weather 
pleasant. In view of the fuct, however, that all 
the towns along the routes are crowded with de- 
layed passengers and trains cannot go rurther 
than DodgejCity, orders were given to abandon 
the regular trains out of Kansas City to-night. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Jan. 1]1.—The Signal 
Service reported the temperature at 21° below 
zero at 7:80 this morning and 10° below at noon. 
The weather is now calm ard clear and moder- 
ating. The railroads are active in clearing their 
lines. The Northwestern Road reports its road 
oven to Des Moines, and expects to clear the 
track to Council Bluffs to-day. The Central 
jlowa is open and trains are running on time. 
The diagonal line willbe open this evening. Two 
trainloads of passengers on the latter road have

been snowed in, near farmhouses, since Thurs- 
day of last week, 

Sr. PauLt, Minn., Jan. 11.—The lowest 
point reached to-day,as far as reported, is at 
Miunedosa, where the temperature registered 
was 84° below. The moderation at Helena and 
that vicinity continues, although there was a 
slight fall last might. ‘o-day the thermometer 
registered 16° above at Helena, No damage is 
reported to Winter wheat in the valleys of Mon- 
tana. 

PittrseurG. Penn., Jan. 11.—The rail- 
roads are still suffering from the snow blockade. 
All the trains are several hours late this morn- 
ing, but less trouble is experienced aiong the 
roads, and it isexpected that nf to-morrow 
everything will be runoing smoothly, The eust- 


pound limited express on the Fort Wayne Road 


jumped the traci near Leetsville, Penn., early 
this morning, but noserious damage resuited. 
The train arrived in this city two hours late. 
The temperature at noon wasl’ below zero. 
The Aliegneny and Mononvabela Rivers are both 
frozen over, and navigation is entirely sus- 
pended. 

Syracvust, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The ice gorge 
in the Oswego River at Fulton becomes firmer 
and larger every hour as immense quantities of 
ice are constantly coming down the river. The 
water has risen more than two feet since last 
night, and is rising several inches an hour. The 
damage alreaay done cannot be estimated. Fully 
75 families have been driven trom their homes, 
and others are constantly moving out. The 
families are poor, and as fast as they are rescued 
are turned over to the poor authorities, All the 
teams that are availabie are being used to re- 
move the flour and other goods from the mills 
and other manufactories. Tne grain in the mills 
is wet. Should the water recede the mills and 
factories will be filed with ice, and as many of 
them had large contracts on hand the damage 
will be very great. Hundreds of people are 
thrown out of employment. The gorge is now 
two miles long and iacreasing. 

itnaca, N. Y., Jan. 11.—Fall Creek, 
which fiows through the northern part of this 
city, was gorged with ice yesterday, overflowing 
a large portion of the surrounding territory to 
athe depth of several feet, and filling many cel- 
lars, A barn containing four horses was flood- 
ed, and one of the animals was drowned before 
it could be removed. The other streams empty- 
ing into this valley are all filled with ice. Trouble 
is apprehended when the present heavy body of 
snow melts. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 11.—The St. Lawrence 
River receded a little to-day and rose slightly 
again at St. Gabriel village. Some of the ground 
floors of houses are covered with water. It 13 
estimated that 1,500 men will be thrown out of 
employment because of the stoppage of mills 
along tne canal banks. The water having 
backed up the tail race, the water wheels have 
stopped and the city is depending entirely upon 
steam engines for its supply, and these are una- 
ble to keep the water in the reservoirs up to 
the normal level, The water in the har- 
bor has remained nearly stationary, with 
aglight rise toward the close of the day. To- 
day a man attempted to get a team of fine horses 
through St. Patrick-street, where the water is 
very deep. The horses lost their footing, and in 
trying to get them out the driver got under 
them and was nearly drowned. The horses were 
rescued with difficulty. The Young Men's 
Christian Association Rooms are closed, as the 
water, which is flve feet deep in the basement, 
extinguished the fires in the heating apparatus. 
Several other places ure in the same predica- 
ment. Great destitution prevails in some fam- 
iles.s Atameeting of the City Council to-day a 
committee was appoinied to relieve the distress. 
At La Prairie, up the river, the water is over 
the ground floor of 40 houses, and the cellars of 
all the houses are flooded. At St. Lambert the 
cellars are also flooded. The telegraph poles and 
fences on the other side of the river are down, 
and the country is flooded from St, Lambert to 
La Prairie. he water has backed into the 
country aod along the banks of the River des 
Prairies for several miles, and is washing against 
the Champlain Division of the Grand Trunk 
Railway. 

BELLEVILLE, Ontario, Jan. @1.—The 
anchor ice at the mouth of Moira River has 
dammed the backwater to such an extent that 
two streets on the west side of this city are 
fiodded to the depth of two feet, and some fam- 
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ilieshave abandoned their dwellings in conse- 
quence. The water is still rising. 


Port Dsposit, Md., Jan. 11.—The ice that 
has been accumulating in the Susquehanna 
River opposite this place for a day or two has a 
most formidable appearance to-night. The river 
is gorged from the Baltimore and Ohio bridge. 
three miles south of Port Deposit, to a consid- 
erable distance north, and reaches from snore to 
shore. Water is backed up into the town, and 
all cellars and basements of residences in the 
lower portion are filled to the depth of several 
feet. A number of houses are entirely sur- 
rounded, and the occupants have moved up 
stairs. All the wharves are covered with piles of 
ice, and water is within a few inches of the tracks 
of the Columbia and Port Deposit Railroad. A 
channel bas been forced by the water under the 
immense body of ice, but should this channel 
freeze up to-night the result wil) be disastrous. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 11.—The cold has been 
so intense for several days that the rivers emp- 
tying into the Chesapeake Bay bave been frozen 
hard. ‘To-day no shipping has arrived at this 
port, and but little is reported in the lower bay, 
the in-bound vessels having sought shelter from 
the prevailing storm. The temperature is now 
moderating, and the vessels in the harbor will 
come up. : 

The schooner Crissie Wright, Capt. Clark, 
which sailed from Baltimore for Savannah, Ga., 
on Dec. 80 last, was lost at sea off Beaufort 
N. C.,on Sunday. Only one man of her crew o 
eight was saved. The Captain’s body was re- 
covered. Her cargo consisted of 576 tons of 
bulk guano, shipped by the Chesapeake Guano 
Company. ‘The Crissie Wright was owned by G. 
W. Shepherd & Co., of Philadelphia, and was 
built at Bridgeton, N. J., ingl1874. None of the 
crew lived in Baltimore, 

The passengers who were snowbound on the 
Western Maryland Railroad yesterday were 
brought back to this city to-day. There was con- 
siderable suffering from the cold, as the heavy 
wind prevented the fires from burning freely, 
but adjacent farmhouses were drawn upon for 
food. The blockade was the worst ever expe- 
rienced in this vicinity, and the men who 
were sent from here to shovel away the 
snow suffered greatly from the intense coid. 
Trains are now running on time. Intense suf- 
fering is reported among the men ergaged in 
oyster dredging, and it is teared that many lives 
have been lost. The cattle trains arriving from 
the West are bringing many frozen beasts. in 
one consignment of sheep over a dozen frozen 
carcases were found, and hogs aresaid to have 
suffered more severely. The lowest point the 
thermometer has reached in this city was 6° 
above zero, which was recorded at 7 o’clock this 
morning. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 11.—This is the 
third day of the cold wave, the effects of which 
have been felt throughout Fiorida. The tem- 
perature bevan talling Friday night, and Satur- 
day morning reached 82°, as recorded at the Sig- 
nal Office, and 26° by thermometers in exposed 
places. Saturday night was colder still, and the 
thermometer recorded 21° at the Signal Office 
and 15° iu exposed places. Last night was also 
very cold, and the thermometer this morning fell 
to 22° at the Signal Oflice and 18° where exposed. 
High winds have been blowing almost constantly 
during the three days, which greatly aggravated 
the etfect of the cold. The temperature fell to 
15° at Fernandina, Sunday, to 20° at St. Augus- 
tine, and is reported to have fallen to 16° as 
far south as Tampa, on the Gulfcoast. The 
damage done is less than would be expected 
from such afreeze. All oranges remaining on 
the trees are frozen, and the lemon trees in 
Northern Fiorida are probably killed to the sur- 
face of the ground, but beyond losing their 
leaves it is not believed that the orange trees are 
injured even in the northern part of the State. 
The cold weather in December prevented the 
sap from rising, consequently the damage is 
less than it would otherwise have been. There 
are no signs yet of warmer weather. 


AuGusTA, Ga., Jan. 11.—This section is 
experiencing the coldest weather in 50 years. 
This morning at 7 o’clock the Signal Office re- 
ported the mercury 6.3 above zero. The mean 
temperature for three days is the lowest on rec- 
ord at the Signal Office here. The river is filled 
with flelds of floating ice, and a gorge forming 
atthe bridge will probably cause the river to 
freeze over to-night. The canal 1s frozen orer, 
and the Augusta factory has been shut down on 
account of the ice clogging the waterwheeis. 
This is the coldest weather on either side of the 
Savannah River in the memory of the oldest 
citizens. 

MosiILE, Ala., Jan. 11.—The coldest 
weather ever known in the Soutn bas prevailed 
since last Friday night. Nearly all day yester- 
day the mercury stood at 25° above zero, and 
this morning it registered ouly 12° above. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Jan. 1L—The present 
cold spell isone of the most severe ever known 
in South Carolina. The mercury in the upper 
part of the State ranges from zeroto8& below. 
This morning Alfred Logan, (colored,) residing 
near Abbeville, went out to get wood, and on 
returning to his house feil dead from the effects 
of the cold. In Charleston yesterday Robert 
Stevens, (colored,) aged 19, was found frozen to 
death near his home. The ponds around this 
city are frozen over, as are also the rivers and 
creeks from here to Beaufort. The steamer 
which arrived to-day hadto plough her way 
throush ice an inchthick. The cabbage crop of 
the Sea Islands has been killed. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Jan. 11.—The weather 
here and throughout Texas continues raw and 
cold. Reports from the interior indicate that 


the loss of stock will prove far greater than was 
at first supposed, 

Another victim of Friday’s blizzard was found 
to-day off Bolivar Point ina little sloop frozen 
to death. The body was identified as that of 
Henry Dodge, a hunter. It was incased in 
ice several inches thick. This makes the tourth 
victim frozen to death in Galveston Bay, 
All the casualties and deaths have oc- 


curred among the small craft that 
ply among the bayous and along the 
coast. About 200 of these vessels, of trom two 
to ten tons burden, are engaged in trade 
with this port. There has been a lhent 
fall of sleet at Corpus Christi. The cat- 
tle in that vicinity are dying in large 
numbers, especially the poorer cattle. In the 
north of Texas ail the streams are frozen to a 


depth of five inches, and stock is suffering from 
alack of water. The Brazos aud Concho Rivers 
are frozen. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 11.—The Potomac 
River between this city and Alexandria is cov- 
ered with ice from two to four inches thick and 
itis only with extreme difficuity that the ferry- 
boats plying between the two cities are able to 


keep the channel open, No other boats are run- 


ning, and, as in various places ice gorges three 
feet thick have been tormed, it is doubtful when 
the usual! navigation can be resumed. he Sig- 
nal Office reports that the minimum tempera- 
ture recorded here was 5.6° above zero, and that 
point was reached early this morning. AtT7 
o’clock this evening the thermometer registered 
1l° above Zero, in the country outside of Wash- 
ington the snow is piled in drifts and the roads 
are almost impassable. — 

The Signal Corps Station at Fort Macon, N.C., 
reports: ‘The three-masted schooner Livinia 
Thomas, is ashore and badly damaged on a 
rough point near Cape Lookout. It is reported 
that some lives are lost.”’ 

STAUNTON, Va., Jan. 11.—The thermome- 
ter registered 6’ below zero this morning and 
zero at 6 o’clock this evening, and falling, There 


are immense snowdrifts in the mountains, ren- 
dering roads impassable, 

WINCHESTER, Va., Jan. 11.— The first 
train from Baltimore and the East since Friday 
arrived here at 5 o’clock this afternoon. The 
weather is intensely cold to-night, and the snow 
in the country roads badly drifted. The star 
mail route has been temporarily abandoned. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 11.—The mini- 
mum temperature at the Signal Office this 
inorning was 7° below zero. It registered 4° 
below in the lower portion of the city. Dis- 
patches from towns throughout East Tennessee, 
North Georgia, aud North Alabama say that 
last night was the coldest ever known. Stock is 
suffering greatly. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 11.—The coldest 
period during the present spell was reached at 
6:30 o’clock this morning, when the thermome- 
ter marked 9 below zero. Reports from the 
country indicate great suffering umong live 
stock, and the Upper Cumberland is filled with 
tloating ice, which 1s expected to reacn here at 
noon lo-Murrpw, il wulch event the ferry boats 
wili be compelled to stop. Obies Kiver is trozen 
solid. To-nignht the weather is milder. 


NoRFOLK, Va., Jan. 11.—The schooner S. 
F. Kirwin, Capt. Martineau, hence for Halti- 
more, with lumber, was sunk in the gale off 
Sewell’s Point on Saturday night. The Cuptain, 
mate, and crew were in the rigging during Sat- 
urday night, and were rescued Sunday morning 
and brought here, all severely frost-bitten. The 
schooner Amelia Hearn, James River to Buiti- 
more, with lumber, is also sunk near Sewell’s 
Point. The crew were saved. 

New-HAveNn, Conn., Jan. 11. — The 
schooner sunk off Milford has not been identified 
yet, nor have the wreckers from New-London 
begun operations. A dispatch has been received 
from Greenport, Long Island, however, asking 
for information of the schooner Doretta Kabn, 
which is reported missing. She may prove to be 
the missing craft. 

Havana, Jan. 11.—Advices from Colon 
say that 21 vessels were wrecked and 65 lives lost 
during the recent storm there.

FATHER JARDINE’S FUNERAL. 
THE BODY OF THE DEAD PRIEST SENT TG 
KANSAS CITY. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 11.—This morning, just 
after dawn, the Rev. Father Betts preached a 
funeral sermon over the remains of the suicide,; 
the Rev. Father Henry Jardine. Friends of the 
deceased had come from Kansas City for the 
body, but Fatber Betts was determined not to 
giveit up until the regular funeral services had 
been held. The remains were laid out in the! 
main aisle of Trinity Church this morning, and 
were inclosed in a neat casket. The solemn sur- 
roundings were not more serene than the face 
of the dead man, who was attired in! 
his biack priestly garments. A candle at each’ 
end of his temporary bier struggied feebly to 
assert its light — the rays ot the morning 
sun that streamed through the stained windows, 
and tell upon the features of the dead man. 
Ybe mouth, which in life wore aset and deter-' 
mined expressicn, had been softened by a smile,’ 
as if death had been a pleasing relief. Upon his 
breast were folded his small hands, in which was 
clasped a crucifix. The sunshine fell lightiy 
upon the slight sleeping figure, and also on the 
group of clerical gentiemen gathered in the 

study. ‘They were the only persons present. 

Atter the services the remains were removed 
to the Union Station and thence to Kansas City. 
The tuneral will take place from St. Mary’s 
Church in that city on Wednesday morning. 
Yesterday morning, while yet in ignorance of 
the death of their ‘Rector and of the Bishop’s 
final decision on Saturday, the Wardens and Ves- 
trymen of St. Mary’s Church in Kansas City 
drew up a protest for presentation to the bishop 
which reached Mr. ‘Harrison, Jardine’s attorney, 
to-day. They begged ‘that the Bishop “ put 4 
stop to this infamous persecution by staying 
turther proceedings,” and declared an * unqua!i« 
fied belief in his innocence and denounced every 
charge against his morality as maliciously false.’’ 
They warned him that if he carried out the 
recommendation of the ecclesiastical court ne 
he would make himself the tool of wicked per< 
sons.

that Mr. Jardine’s death was accidental and not 
suicidal. He nad been for some time addicted to 
the chloroform habit, and, as has been stated 
heretorore, was recentiy found in a sleeping car 
stupetied from the use of th» drug.

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GREAT RAILROAD RIVALS 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S CONTEST 
FOR TRAFFIC. 

THE TRUNK LINE POOL IN DANGER—THE 
FIRST CUT MADE BY THE PENNSYLVANIA 
—NO ACTION BY OTHER COMPANIES. 

Under its cut rate of $5 less than the 
gchedule of the trunk line pool to Chicago, Cin- 
cinati, and St. Louis the Baltimore and Ohio 

Railroad Company yesterday sold, at its office in 

this city, 149 tickets tc those points or to other 

Western cities, General Ticket Agent C. K. 

Lord, who has for the present established his 

headquarters in this city, was very much elated 

last evening at this unexpected influx of busi- 
ness to his company on the first day of its at- 
tempt to secure New-York business. In this 
attempt be was ably seconded by the ticket 
brokers, all of whom were in a state of pleas- 
urable excitement induced by what they con- 
sider a certain evidence of a passenger rate war 
such as the country has not seen for along time. 

Each one of these yesterday swung out rudely 

constructed signs announcing the cut in rates to 

the West, and their ability to supply unlimited 
numbers of tickets to all who wished them. 

They all nad Baltimore and Ohio tickets, and 

during the afternoon the competition was s0 

sharp among them that that portion of the pub- 
lic which patronized them was enabled to obtain 
tickets at from $1 to $2 less than the advertised 
reduced rates, the brokers or scalpers dividing 
their commission with the public. Lansing, the 
leader among the brokers, considers that the 
action of the Baltimore and Ohio people will 
certainly result in a breaking of pool rates at an 
early date, and a certain disruption of the pool. 
The tickets sold by the Baltimore and Ohio 
under its cut rate carry the purchaser from 
this city to Baltimore over the Pennsylvania 


Railroad, and thence West by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road and its controiled connections to the 
destination. The one disadvantage under which 
the passenger by tiis route labors is the fact 
that te has to be transferred from the Pennsyl- 
vania station in Baltimore to that of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Road. The trains selected for 
its service from this city are such as give to the 
passenger from here from an hour and a half to 
nearly two hours in Baltimore, thus affording 
him an opportunity to vet bis meals in the Monu- 
mental (ity before beginning his trip West. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Road has arranged 
to have its agents at the Pennsylvania station 
in Baltimore to receive checks of the baggage 
of its patrons, and these agents will attend to 
the rechecking of the baggage to its Western 
terminus. Passengers will be transferred from 
one station to the other without expense in 
2o0acbes provided for the purpose, and the disad- 
vantage of this transfer, the managers of the 
Baltimore and Ohio road think, will be fully 
offset by the saving of $5in his fare by each 
passenger. The discomforts of such a change 
aave been fixed at the minimum, and Mr. Lord 
Ss sure that they will be of /ittle consequence as 
zompared with the advantage of the saving in 
fare, the time of transfer across the city from 
»yne station to the other being only 20 minutes. 
All of these facts were explained to purchasers 
of tickets yesterday, so that no one started out 
with a misunderstanding about the transfer 
Ousiness, 

The explanation made by the Baltimore and 
Ohio managers as to the reason for their action 
in reducing rates is this: When the trunk line 
pool was reorganized the Baltimore and Ohio 
Road was left out of the pool on the representa- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Raiiroad that it was, 
and could be, a factor of no importance in the 
transaction of Western passenger business. 
That road,in perfecting the pooling arrange- 
ment which went into effect on Dec. 1, 1885, 
acreed to maintain itsrate from Baltimore and 
Washington to Chicago at $i7 50, an increase 
of $450 over the then ruling rate, $13. The 
Baltimore and Onio Road was then, and 
is now, selling tickets from _ those points 
to Chicago tor the old rate, $13. The Penn- 
3ylvania Road, contrary to its expectations, 
found that it could not hold its busineas from 
those points, as it had expected to be able to do 
on the $4 50 advance. Six weeks of triai proved 
the fact conclusively. Ninety per cent. of the 
business from those points went to its rival. 
During these six weeks tne Baltimore and Ohio 
Road also found that it was carrying more pas- 
sengers from Philade!phia, Baltimore, and Wash- 
ington to Western points by about 50 per cent, 
than it had carried in 1883 from those three cities 
and New-York when it was a member of the 
pool and operating under a differential rate 
allowed it by the New-York City trunk lines, 
In actual figures the excess of passengers carried 
during the past six weeks was 600 over the num- 
ber carried in 1883. 

Seeing its Washington and Baltimore patrons 
leaving it in order to take advantage of the 
lower rate of its rival, the Pennsylvania Road 
on Saturday last reduced its rate from those 
tities to the Baltimore and Ohio rate of $13 to 
Chicago. President Garrett’s determination to 
hold as much business from the East in his own 
way out of the pool as he would have received 
as a member of the pool then forced him to 
look to New-York in order to make up for the 
loss of business that might be diverted from 
his road by the Pennsylvania Wanage- 
ment meeting his rate from the three 
points in which his road was a_ direct 
competitor with it—Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and Washington. Philadeiphia people took 
the Baltimore route, much to the chagrin of the 
Pennsylvania management, because they could 
buy local tickets to Baltimore for $2 80 and 
thence go to Chicago for $13 additional, in all at 
an outlay of $15 80. If they went direct from 
Philadelphia over the Pennsyivenia Road they 
had to pay the tariff schedule of $18 25. Many 
thought the $2 45 thus saved worth the saving, 
and they saved it. This fact was a thorn in the 
side of the Pennsylvania managers, and they 
made the cut to $13 to getenough Baltimore and 
Washington patronage to make up for the loss 
of their Philadelphia trade. 

To New-York, then, Mr. Garrett looked to 
make up forthe loss of his local patrons who 
might go West by way of the Pennsylvania 
route. The cut of $5 was made to secure the 
30-called controllable trade from this city—tbhat 
is, the patronage which seeks to avail iteelf of 
the cheapest rate to its destination, and prefers 
this to the luxurious ease of riding from one 
point to another without change of cars. Of the 
entire traffic from this city at least 50 per cent. 
lsof the controllable class—business men, com- 
mercial travelers, &c. If he could secure 50 per 
cent. of this patronage even be was satistied that 
it would make up for any loss entailed by 
the reduction of its patronage from the 
three cities whose business was being 
contested for by the great rivals. So Passenger 
Agent Lord came here and began the fight 
against the Pennsylvania system. ‘lf a reduc- 
tion of $5 from the schedule won't bring us the 
business we want,” be said to Mr. Lord, **makea 
still further reduction to $7,and meet any reduc- 
tion that may be made by any of the trunk lines 
by such a further reduction as may be neces- 
sary. We ere in this figbt for business, and we 
will have it if we have to continue it until next 
June, when we will have our own line from 
Baltimore to New-York City completed. If the 
Pennsylvania Road won't allow us to get the 
benefit of the pool ana its rates,then in our 
OWD Way we must get the benefit of the patron- 
age that might otherwise go to it.” 

A factor in the fight which, it was thought by 
many who yesterday canvassed the rituation, 
and who held that Mr. Garrett's plans could not 
be carried out, was the fact that the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road had no independent line to this 
city. Tne Pennsylvania Road’s triends and 
agents here laid much stress upon the fact that 
the Baltimore and Ohio Road had few tickets 
over that road from this city to Baltimore, and 
that more were not available. The Baltimore 
and Obio managers seem to fear no difficulty 
from this fact, however. Incase they have no 
opportunity to secure other local tickets they 
propose to operate on this plan: The fare from 
this city to Baltimore is $5 80. To their patrons 
who buy a ticket from this city and transfer 
their baggage at Baltimore they will furnish 
tickets west at $5 80 less than the advertised 
rates from this city—that is, for $9 70 to 
Chicago, and to other cities on the same 
basis of reduction. To those who patronize 
the midnight train from this city and so 
use a sleeping car, for which they have to pay $2, 
the Baltimore and Onio Road will furnish sicep- 
ing car tickets from Baltimore west for $3, or $2 
less than usually charged, so that this shall not 
operate against securing the patronage they de- 
sire. As to the accommodation by this train, the 
Baltimore and Ohio people, speaking of it asa 
suitabie train for business men, take this posi- 
tion: The man who takes the 6 o’clock train over 
the Pennsylvania Road from here to-night 
reaches Chicago at 9:30, Wednesday night—too 
iate to do any business. He who takes the mid- 
night train has the evening in New-York, reaches 
Baitimore in time to take the $:45 A. M. train out 
of that city and reaches Chicago at 8:50 A. M. on 
Thursday, in time for the business of the day, 
thus losing no time whatever and having the 

rdvantage of aseven-hours’ sleep between here 
and Baitimore and rising in Chicago fresh from 
gnother night's sleep on the cars, 

The most important matter in connection with 
this whole business is the peculiar position in 
which the Pennsyivania Road is placed in its 
attitude toward the other members of the pool. 
The fare over this line, under the pesieg ar- 
rangement. is $20 from this city to Chicago. It 
allows a differential rate to the Erie and West 

Shore routes of $15 50. A shrewd man can £0 
West by way of the Pennsylvania Road for 
618 30, or 20 cents less than he can by way of 
Ritber the Brie or West Shore routes. In order 
to get this rate he must take a longer trip, it is 
true. He can buy a ticket to Baltimore for 

5 80 and thence a ticket to Chicago for $13. 

his peculiar situation is that upon which is 
based the assumption that a war of passenger 
rates is inevitable, The Pennsylvania Road 
by this pecuhar situation is not only forced 
to sell its tickets at 20 cents less than the Erie 
and West Shore Roads do, but it sells a ticket to 

Chicago for $18 80, or $170 less than its rate 

direct from this city under the pool agreement, 

How the other roads in the pool will look upon 

shis ig a question of much importance, especially 
to the two roads who are allowed a differential 

rate. If it is considerea a violation of the agree- 
ment, then a war of rates would seem to be in- 
evitable. The situation was discussed in the 
offices of all the trunk line roads yesterday, but 
#0 far as can be ascertained no conce 
action was attempted. At all events, no 
neral meeting of either the Executive 

Jommittee. the Presidents of the roads, 

or the Passenger Agents of the trunk 





line roads has yet been called, Indeed, the Pas- 
senger Agents of the trunk lines went to Boston’ 
last nicht to attend a meeting to be held to-day 
toattend to details of the New-England pool, 
Those best informed as to the peculiar position 
in which the members of the pool are placed 
seem to think that the New-York members of 
the pool will not submit to this virtual cutting 
of rates by the Pennsylvania Road, a cutting in 
fact, though not perbaps in spirit. Still, under 
the pooling agreement its reduction of the rate 
from Baltimore and Washington west* was a 
violation of its contract. Such a violation of the 
contract, be it expressed or implied by the terms 
of the agreement, is a disturbing element, 
which can only unsettle affairs. It also releases 
the other roads from their obligation to main- 
tain rates, unless the Executive Committee can 
force the Pennsylvania Road to restore its Balti- 
more and Washington rate, and thus restore the 
schedule in fact as well as in name. Should 
the Pennsylvania refuse to do this, then the 
West Shore, Erie, and Central Roads will be at 
liberty to do as they please as to rates, and it is 
hardly possible that they would quietly sit by 
and see their business absorbed by the other 
members of the pool, the Pennsylvania, and an 
outsider, the Baltimore and Ohio. To say the 
least, the fate of the poolis trembling violently 
in the balance, 

President Depew, of the New-York Central 
Road, said that the situation of affairs, so far as 
the cut by the Baltimore and Ohio Road is con- 
cerned, was nothing new, nor did he think that 
the Pennsylvania Road would meet the reduc- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio people. As to 
the probabilities of the future he could say 
nothing. No action was taken by him yesterday 
to meet the cut in rates. General Passenger 
Agent Abbott, of the Erie Road, said yesterday 
that no action had been taken by the manage- 
ment of that road as yet, and was disinclined to 
believe that New-Yorkers would put themselves 
to the inconvenience of going down to Balti- 
more in order to save $5, when they could make 
tne trip direct and without the annoyances of 
change from this city. It was,in his opinion, a 
paraliel to the shaking ofa red flag in a bull’s 
face, with this difference: the bulitbat is, the 
trunk lie pool—won’t become enraged and louse 
its head, because it has seen the flag before and 
isn’t scared by it. 

Mr. H. Victor Newcomb, in speaking of the 
situation, said there was practically nothing new 
in it. Hecould not see that the cut to Chicago 
vould be a matter of any consequence to the 
New-York trunk lines. The Baltimore and Ohio 
has neither a line to Philadelphia nor any en- 
trance to New-York, and therefore, he argues, 
is notin a position to greatly influence passen- 
ger business from the East via Baltimore, The 
meeting of any cut by the Baltimore and Onio 
by the Pennsy!vania Road’s cutting local rates 
would not necessarily affect the through rates 
over the trunk lines or resultin breaking the 
pool. 

Wall-street talked of nothing yesterday but 
the cutin Western passenger rates by the Balti- 
more and Ohio. A dozen theories were current 
as to the causes leading up to this eggresive 
action, and there were a dozen other theories as 
to the probable influence it would exert upon 
the tuture of the trunk lines pool and tke stock 
market. Aside from those people who had 
speculative interests with which the Baltimore 
and Ohio's stand was likely to interfere, it was 
practically the universal opinion that Presideut 
Garrett had good ground for his action and 
had made up his mind to go in for an ojd- 
fashioned fight for the recognition of what 
he believed to be rightly the due of 
his company. One of the leading Wall-street 
brokerage houses sent a dispatch to _ its 
customers last night in which it said: 
“The facts are that Pennsylvania advanced 
rates Dec. land Baltimore and Ohio did not. In 
five weeks the Pennsylvania found that Balti- 
more and Ohio had the business and reduced its 
rates. Then Baltimore and Ohio reduced the 
New-York rate. The Pennsylvania rate—$20 
from New-York to Chicago—can be beaten by 
buying a ticket to Baltimore and then buying a 
ticket to Chicago from Baltimore. In other 
words, the Pennsylvania began the cut. The 
Baltimore and Ohio is in earnest in this matter, 
says it is a war of rates, and B brat further 
cutting. It did most of the Chicago business 
from New-York to-day. The outlook for the 
trunk line pool, with passenger business cut and 
Chicago and Atlantic cutting freight rates, is 
not as brilliant as could be desired,” 

One of Mr. Garrett’s intimate friends said last 
night: “ There has been some talk down town 
about Garrett having made a combination with 
Gould. That is nonsense. Garrett would not 
be capable of such athing. His action in order- 
ing this cut in ratesis spontaneous. It isn’t the 
outcome of any combination. It isn’t the part 
of any stock jobbing plan. Mr. Garrett is simply 
serving noticeon some folks not well acquainted 
with him that he doesn’t propose to be imposed 
upon or fooled with any further.” 

The stock market was weak throughout the 
day, and stocks generally closed below the last 
prices of Saturday, all due tothe cutin rates, 
New-York Central closed on Saturday at 106% 
and last night was down to 105; Erie ran off from 
26% at Saturday’s close to 2554 last night; Lake 
Shore ran off from 8734 to 8654, touching 8614; 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy declined from 
13944 to 188%; Michigan Central fell trom 75 to 
7234, closing at 7344; Northwest dropped from 
10914 to 1088¢: St, Paul fell from 94% to 93, clos- 
ing at 9344; Western Union declined from 75% to 
7434, closing at 7454.

NOT MEETING FIXED CHARGES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—The sharehold- 
ers of the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia 
Railroad Company held their annual meeting 
to-day. The yearly report did not make a 
favorable showing, the deficiency in meeting 
fixed charges being $171,865. The gross earn- 
ings were $2,393,487 and expenses $1,764,447. De- 
ducting rentals, taxes, &c., the net earnings were 
$512,770, being a decrease of $46,464, as compared 
with the previous year. There was a decrease in 
gross earnings entirely in passenger and express 
business, due, it is said, to a change in the loca- 
tion of the oil belt and an increase in operating 
expenses attributed toashortage of cars. The 
company has kept its current obligations for 
labor and supplies within reasonable limits, 
and the Receiver has paid interest due June 
and September on the second mortgage bonds, 
the interest on first mortgage bonds due July 1, 
and upon Oil Creek registered bonds due Uct. 1, 
the Receiver having acted under instructions 
from the court. 

There was no opposition to the report, and 
President Gardner stated that in conversation 
with the stockholders he had learned that there 
was no opposition to a stock assessment in the 
reorganization of the property. He thought 
the stution at Buffalo and otber improvements 
would be accomplished this year. The Amster- 
dam vote did not arrive. The following ticket 
was elected:.

THE SHREWD DEVICE OF AN ELOPING 
COUPLE TO ESCAPE PURSUIT. 

Curcaco, Jan. 11.—Early in September J. 
F. O’Rourke, a young St. Louis lawyer, with a 
wife and two children in a pleasant little home’ 
in Kirkwood, asuburb of that city, came up to 
Chicago, for the ostensible purpose of looking 
around with a view to settling bere. He had few 
acquaintances in this city, but one was Miss Mary 
Larned, a yOung music teacher, who lived with 
her parents on the south side. Miss Larned, who 
was an attractive young woman, 26 years old, 
had taught music in the Kirkwood Seminary, 


and was anintimate friend of Mrs. O’Rourke, 
The lawyer met with a warm welccme at her 
home and an invitation to callagain. The next 
evening he was at the house, and proposed a 
boat ride on the lake not faraway. Together 
they went outinasmall yawl just after sunset. 
A storm came up during the night, and the next 
morning the yawl was found cast upon the 
beach. 

The Larneds mourned their daughter as dead 
and Mrs. O’Rourke put on mourning for her 
husband, whom she believed to be at the bot- 
tom of Lake Michigan. The day before Christ- 
mas an anonymous ietter from Detroit made 
her change her mind, It said that her husband 
was alive and living in that city. She thought 
she detected a resemblance to his handwriting 
and sent the letter to Mr, Larned. He could not 
believe that his daughter was alive, but sent a 
detective to Detroit. The officer found O’Rourke 
working inadry goods store at a very small 
salary. Hefollowed him home, and the next day 
visited the house. Miss Larned was there and 
glad encugh to go home, She went across the 
river to Windsor, Canada, and there her father 
met ber and brought her back home, where she 
hus been since Jan. l overcome with grief and 
shame at her folly. She has given but the brief- 
est outline of herescapade. O’Rourke and she 
rowed up the lake to Thirty-ninth-street on the 
night they went out riding, and then tooka 
train into the city. Thence they went to De- 
troit, and lived together. He was glad to get 
anything to do, and they were very poor. She 
never went out because she had no clothes to 
wear. He was kind enough to her, but appa- 
rently getting tired of the alliance. He is re- 
ported to have returned to his wife. 


St. Louris, Jan. 11.—A dispatch from 
Chicago announces the finding of John F, 
O’Rourke and Miss Mary Larned at Detroit, 
Mich. This discovery surprised thousands in this 
city to-day. Soonafter the news was reccived 
here Thomas 8 Noonan, the real ertate agent 
with whom O'Rourke was connected just 
orevious to his disappearance, said he had 
heard aboutthe Detroit letter received by Mrs. 
O’ Rourke, but was not possessed of any further 
information in the matter. When Mr. Garrett 
O’Rourke, father of the lawyer, was called 
upon at his store, No. 619 Franklin-avenue, he 
said that he knew nothing about his son, and 
had not heard about his discovery; the boy had 
disappeered, and was gone forever. ‘“*I saw 
Mrs. O’Rourke last week,” said the father, ** but 
she said nothing about her husband, and [ can- 
not say whether he is in Kirkwood or not.” 


LOSSES BY FIRE, 


Newbouer & Brother’s large dry goods 
establishment at Brenham, Texas, was burned 
Sunday night. The loss on the building, which 
was owned by ex-Congressman D. C. Giddings, 
was $5.000; insured. Newbouer & Brother's loss 
on their stock is estimated at $75,000; Insurance, 
$30,000, as follows: Underwriters of New- 
York, $5,000; Continental of New-York Pee: 
Western of Toronto, $5,000; Hartford Insur- 
ance Company, $5,000; New-Orleans Insurance 
Association, $2,500; Pennsylvania of  Phila- 
delphia $2,500; City of London, $2,500; Fire In- 
surance Association of London, $2,500. The 
fire started in Newbouer & Brother's office. Its 
origin is a mystery. 

The furniture warerooms of John Soren- 
son, & manufacturer at the State penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan., were burned Sunday. The 
buildings and stock are a total loss. The former 
were owned by J. H. Langeman, of Lockland, 
Ohio, and G. W. Paddock, of Batavia, N. Y., 
and were not insured. They cost $10,000 each. 
Sorenson had this insurance on his stock, which 
was valued at $20,000: Queen, of Liverpool, 
$2,500; New-York Alliance, $2,500; Pennsyl- 
Vania, $2,000; Phoenix, of Hartford, $2,000; Boat- 
man’s, of Pittsburg, $1,000; Mechanics’, of Mil- 
waukee, $2,000; Concordia, of Milwaukee, $1,000; 
Sun Fire, of England, $1,500; total, $14,500. 

The three-story dwelling at No. 124

fully insured. Mrs. Garrahan, who occupied the 
third floor, lost furniture valued at $100, and 
Miss Burr’s apartments were damaged to the 
sameamount. Mrs. Magdalen Peters suffered a 
loss on furniture of $500, and John P. Moore, the 
tenantin the basement, lost $100. Mrs. Peters 
was insured, but the other tenants were not. 

The Bethel Methodist Episcopal Church, 
on the Amboy road, at Tottenville, Staten Isl- 
and, was discovered to be on fire at 11:30 o’clock 
on Sunday night. In less than two hours the 
church, with its contents, including, a valuable 
organ, was destroyed. The church was erected 
in 1842 ata cost of $14,000, and, with the organ, 
furniture, and heating apparatus, was valued 
at $25,000; insured for $10,500. The fire was 
caused by a defective flue in the heating ap- 
paratus. 


A tire broke out, in consequence of a de- 
fect inthe furnace, in the handsome country 
residence of Henry G. Hyde, President of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, at Babylon, 
last evening. The flames had gained considera- 
ble headwuy when discovered, but by great ef- 
forts on the part of those in charge of the place 
they were extinguished. The damage done will 
not exceed $500. The house and contents are 
valued at $125,000. 


Five greenhouses, the property of Mrs. 
Christian D. Hahl, situated opposite the county 
buildings in Fiatbush, were destroyed by tire on 
Sunday. Steward Edward Shannon, of the In- 
sane Asylum, organized a volunteer force of 
firemen, several of whopa held the hose until 
their hands were frozen. The loss to Mrs. Hahl 
amounted to $6,000, of which $4,000 was on plants, 
There was no insurance. 


A fire yesterday afternoon at the orna- 
mental glass sign manufactory of William H. 
Bickner, at Mill and Cumberland streets, Ger- 
mantown, Penn., damaged the stock and ma- 
chinery to the extent of $10,000 and the building 

2,000. The building is owned by the Adamson 
estate, and isinsured. Mr. Bickner also carried 
an insurance of $7,000 on his stock and ma- 
chinery.

CAUSED BY THE SNOW BLOCKADE. 

PrirrsBuRG, Penn., Jan. 11.—About 8:30 
o'clock this morning the West Newton accom- 
modation, on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroads, 
ran into the rear of the McKeesport ac- 
commodation train, which was standing 


at the salt works station, seven miles, 
east of the city. The West Newton train 
was going at a high rate of speed, and 
the engine crashed through the smoker 
of the McKeesport train, filing in with 
steam. Fortunately the passengers bad been 
notified of the danger before the _ trains 
came together, and by jumping from the car 
escaped serious injury. A number of them, 
howeypr, were slightiy cut and bruised. One 
man Bad his right leg broken, and an- 
other sustained a fracture of the nose, 
The second train was filled with school 
cblldren who became panic stricken, and were 
with difficulty prevented from jumping from 
the windows. The accident was caused by a 
snow blockade, which delayed the McKeesport 
train an hour. 





MR. GOWEN NOT OPPOSED 


—_-—.———— 
RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT OF THE 
READING. 

MR, KEJM DEFENDS HIS MANAGEMENT AND 
MR. GOWEN MAKES SOME SHARP RE- 
PLIES—THE RKORGANIZATION, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—There were 
some rather bitter speeches made at the Reading 

Railroad stockholders’ annual meeting to-day. 

After President Keim had read his annual 

report, showing a deficit of $4,597,881 10 

for the year, Mr. Gowen, who was elected 

to the Presidency without opposition, 

his enemies seeing the hopelessness of making a 

contest, got up to make a motion. Mr. Keim 

glared at him through his glasses, and drawing a 

paper from his pocket, said to Chairman Whe- 

len: **I would like to read a paper which I have 
prepared, which has no relation to myself, but is 
in relation to some strictures made on the man- 
agement of the road. Is there any objection ?” 
There was no objection. Mr. Gowen sat down 
and Mr. Keim began toread. Hesaid: “I feel 
obliged to make answer to some public criticisms 
by Mr. Gowen on the management of the Re- 
ceivership during the past two years. I was elect- 

ed President of this company in January, 1884. 

In May, 1883, Mr. Gowen announced his inten- 

tion to decline re-election and solicited proxies 

for me without word or syllable passing between 

Mr. Gowen and myself. I accepted the office, 

free to discharge its duties to thé best of my 

judgment and ability, accountable only to the 
stockholders. I would never have accepted it 
on other terms. 

“In a brief period thereafter I discovered that 

Mr. Gowen intended my office not to be are- 

ality, but that he was stillto be practically in 


control. I distinctly told him that I could not be 
controlled by any one outside the management 
of the company.” 

Mr. Keim reviewed at length the bad condition 
of the coal trade in 1884 and detended the course 
of the management in the matter of mining re- 
strictions, and continued: * It doesn’t come with 
the best grace from Mr. Gowen tocharge us with 
mismanagement of the coal trade under the cir- 
cumstances.”’ He said that Mr. Gowen approved 
the loan of money from the Drexels, which he 
has since bitterly denounced. 

When Mr. Keim sat down there was some ap- 
plause, and then Gowen got up smiling, and eala 
that since his return from Europe he had 
been denied any =information § regarding 
the condition of the company by its 
officers. Continuing, Mr. Gowen said: “I 
don’t intend to reply to Mr. Keim here, because 
most of the matters to which he refers, especially 
where they attack my veracity, are matters which 
very shortly wil! come before the attention of the 
courts in legal proceedings, and I prefer to wait 
till then to offer my testimony and produce my 
proofs. There are some impufations, however,un- 
der which leannot rest even that long, and I will 
mention these now, Mr. Keim says that I ap- 
proved, the day the company went into the Re- 
ceiver’s hands, of the transaction with Messrs. 
Drexel & Co. I did so because it was the 
only way they could get that money, 
just as I would approve of any one of you on 
the brink of starvation, in turning over all the 
money be had in the bank or his pocket to save 
his life, but that wouldn’t prevent me from crit- 
icjsing the action of those who took that money 
for bread. 

“And since my plans, with the money in my 
hands, were rejected in order to placate Messrs. 
Drexel & Co., I have the right to call attention 
to the fact that the first help the Drexels 
gave the company was to loan them money at 
18 per cent. per annum on the very best col- 
lateral that could be iven by any- 
body. Gentlemen, I made negotiations 
for raising the money among responsible 
firms and this was made known to the Receivers. 
They said it could not be done, and they bor- 
rowed upon their collaterals for one year 
$825,000 at 6 per cent. and they gave, 
as I said, $50,000 as a bonus for that loan, in addi- 
tion to that interest. When the investigation 
takes place in court it will be found who got 
that money.” 

In speaking of his plans for the future, Mr. 
Gowen said: “The plan of reorganiza- 
tion will be carried out with a_ high 
hand if necessary, but with an _ honest 
hand and fair. The people who put up 
this money wiil make money by it, as they are 
entitled to do; and_ all have to 
say about the sharebolders to-day is that 
at the proper time every shareholder of the 
company shalJl have, for at least a week before, 
public notice and a fair opportunity to sub- 
scribe his fair share to that money and to make 
the profit out of it by saving the company, and if 
he doesn't put it up he must forever after hold 
his peace about those who do ry it up making 
money out of it. That done, 1 think the plan 
for the reorganization of this company is a 
clear one. 

“But there is one step in that organization 
which is an absolute necessity, and that is a 
change in the management of the Receivership. 
lt is perfectly hopeless to go on with the prop- 
erty chained down with the incapacity with 
which it has been managed during the last few 
years.”’ 

Mr. Gowen then discussed an entertaining cor- 
respondence between members of tue committee 
appointed to investigate his conduct of the 
affairs of the Reading Railroad, and_ re- 
flected in a satirical way on Gen. Collis’s 
course as Chairman of that committee. In 
the midst of the fun Gen. Collis sprang tof his 
feet and exclaimed: ‘* The gentleman may own 
the Reading Railroad, but he don’t own this 
meeting. I have put too much money into your 
coal pits not to have some rights here.”

At this point the prisoner interjected: “Say, 
you! Is your name Joe Blackburn?” 

“Yes, Sir,”’ responded Blackburn, politely. 

Turning to the Sheriff, the prisoner said: ** We 
wou’t stand on a few minutes, more or Jess, when 
the alternative is presented of death on one 
hand or listening to one of Joe Blackburn's long- 
winded speeches on the other.

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SNOW PILED IN THE STREETS. 


PLENTY OF WORK FOR THE STREET CLEAN- 
ING DEPARTMENT. 

Large forces of men were busy all day 
yesterday clearing the snow from the principal 
streets south of Canal, and by 6 o’clock they had 
removed much of that which had been shoveled 
from the sidewalk. Chambers-street, east of 
Broadway, isnearly free from snow, and what 
little isleft is packed as hard as if it had been 
pressed down with aroller. West of Broadway 
the snow lies nearly as it fell. Church-street is 
cleared and Fulton-street isalso open. In Cliff, 


Broad, and New strects laborers and 1700 carts 
were at work till after 12 o’clock last night, and 
they will not be fully prepared for travel till this 
morning. 

Teamsters found the most snow to bother 
them in the down-town streets in the immediate 
vicinity of the water fronts. In West, Green- 
wich, Water, and South streets traffic was very 
troublesome yesterday. Toiling horses filled the 
cold air with clouds of steam as they tried to 
pull along wagons hub deepin thesnow. Inthe 
neighborhood ot Washington Market travel was 
in a atate of blockade, more or less, all day long. 
The Bowery is divided into three parts in some 
places by heaps of snow nearly three feet deep, 
while in the New Bowery comparatively little 
has been done except to sweep the snow from 
the car tracks, 

Coming down from Central Park on the west 
side, it is evident to the observer that the efforts 
of the Street-Cleaning Department have been 
directed to making the greatest show for the 
outlay. As far up Broadway as Fourteenth- 
street the work is pretty thoroughly done, but 
above that point there {s much to be ac- 
complished. In the vicinity of Wallack’s 
and the Bijou Opera House large tanks 
of snow lie waiting to be carried away. 
Seventh-avenue from one erd to the other and 
Broadway above Thirty-fourth-street show no 
trace of the cleaners’ hands. The residents on 
most of the side streets can seo snow along the 
edges of the sidewalks to the height of the ash 
barrels, andin the tenement house district the 
women deposit their house refuse on the top of 
the piles, serenely trusting that the street 
cleaner will come along before the dustman, but 
supremely indifferent whether such is the case 
or not. 

The wood pavement on Fifth-avenue, between 
Thirty-second and Thirty-third streets, was a 
very slippery place for horses yesterday. The 

avement was covered with only a thin layer of 
oose snow and was as smooth as ice. In one 
hour during the afternoon 22 horses fell upon it. 
In some instances blankets had to be laid to en- 
able smooth-shod horses to get up. 

There was more ice in the harbor yesterday 
than on Sunday. Not only were the cakes 
thicker but there were more of them. The 
ferryboats and craft of all description had 
trouble in entering their slips. The ice that 
covered the North River was between two and 
five inches thick early yesterday morning. The 
vigorous little tugboats that started out about 
5 o’clock to cut it up hada hard time of it at 
first. Hot water and pickaxes had to be ap- 
plied industriousiy before some of the boats 
could get away from their icy moorings. By 
noon travel on the river was tolerably free from 
serious obstruction, 

Early in the forenoon an unknown man 
started from the foot of Sixteenth-street with 
the avowed intention of walking on the ice to 
Hoboken. He was accompanied by a dog. Sey- 
eral hundred persons went out on the piers from 
Tweltth to Twenty-third street and watched the 
daring pedestrian with a good deal of interest. 
He walked about three-fourths of the distance 
across the river, when he was stopped by a 
broad strip of water, which lay like a canal in 
front of Hoboken. The man and the dog re- 
traced their steps and reached the New-York 
shore in safety. 

Nearly all of the Sound steamers arrived be- 
hind time yesterday. Old pilots predict a block- 
ade of the harbor in case the cold snap con- 
tinues. In addition to the ice, the harbor pilots 
yesterday were annoyed by an unusually low 
tide, which was caused by the westerly winds 
which have prevailed for several days past. 

The mails were not seriously delayed yester- 
day, though the incoming trains in the 
early morning were late from the north. A 
New-York Central mail due at 6:45 A. M. gotin 
a little before 9, and mails due from Pennsylva- 
nia trains at 7:41 and 8:45 did not arrive till 
noon. Other mails, according to Superintendent 
Richards, were not delayed over an hour, 





ROBERT B. ROOSEVELT DECLINES. 


THE POSITION OF SUB-TREASURER OFFERED 
HIM BY PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


When Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt opened 
his mail yesterday morning hefound among 
other letters one from President Cleveland, In 
it he was asked if his appointment as Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States at New-York 
would be agreeable. President Cleveland’s let- 
ter was in autograph and dated last Saturday. 
In tendering the position to Mr. Roosevelt the 
President says: ‘“*Will you accept the office 
of the Sub-Treasury at New-York? I am 
anxious to fill the position at once, and trust 
you will telegraph me your decision at once,” 
‘he President further says that he does not 
know that he could say anything more to induce 
an acceptance on the part of Mr, Roosevelt than 
that he is certain the appointment would satisfy 
all who desire to recognize in the incumbent of 
such aresponsible position a gentleman of Mr, 
Roosevelt’s eminent ability and high character. 
The letter concludes with the assurance that it 
would be very boomed he to the President per- 
sonally for Mr. Roosevelt to accept the office. 
Mr. Roosevelt called at the Sub-Treasury 
Building and conversed at length with Treasurer 
Jordan. Later he telegraphed to President 
Cleveland a message in which he expressed ap- 
preciation of the motives which prompted him 
to offer the position, and regretted his inability 
to accept. It is understood that Mr. Roosevelt 
declined the office because it is his desire to be 
as free in the future from cares and responsibili- 
ties as possible, Hetolda friend that when he 
called on Treasurer Jordan yesterday he found 
that gentleman tired from signing his name. 
** There is as much asa hundred million to look 
after, and the responsibilities are not only great 
but the duties very exacting.” Mr. Roosevelt 
was not aware that the position would be tend- 
ered him until he received President Cleye- 


land's letter.

JERSEY ' OITY’S GRIEVANOE. 
—__.——— 
‘DEMANDING THE ERECTION OF A BRIDGA 
AT WASHINGTON-STREET, 

Wearied of an unsuccessful 10 years’ 
fight against money and monopoly in their State 
Legislature, the citizens of Jersey City and 
Eastern New-Jersey who want to build a draw- 
bridge over the gap at Washington-street have 
combined to arouse public sentiment by a series 
of mass meetings, and to insist upon having the 
structure put up forthwith. They have ap- 
pointed a committee of 100 to push the matter 
in the Legislature that meets to-day, and to 


mark politicians who attempt to defeat the 
measure for future retribution at the polis or in 
otvber fields of public life, : 

The first mass meeting of the contemplated 
series in the Jersey City Tabernacle, last night, 
drew out at least 500 men, some of them the 
most prominent property owners in Jersey City. 
They were unanimous in their expression of in« 
dignation at the methods which the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, the Morris Canal Company, and 
the sugar house company had employed to pre- 
vent the construction of the bridge. Thomas V. 
Cator was made Chairman of the meeting. 
From his remarks it appeared that in 1872 
Jersey City spent about $90,000 in building 
approaches to, and a year or two after- 
ward awarded the contract for the construc- 
tion of, the brigade. The suger house company, 
which was using the foot of Washington-street 
as a-public wharf without paying for it, at« 
tempted to get an injunction against building 
the bridge, but failed. Threupon the Morrig 
Canal Company apolted for an injunction, which 
was granted on the technical grounds that the 
drawbridge when open would overshadow some 
land belonging to the company which was under 
water. Since then the city has been going to 
the Legislature in vain for authority to build its 
bridge. The Opposition was augmented there 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which 
was afraid of a parallel road, and by thé 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company. a lessee 
of the canal company.

‘Hang them,” shouted some onein the audi- 
ence, 

“No,” replied Mr, Newbold, * that would re- 
quire more Sheriffs than we have got in the 
State, and we could keep them all busy.”’ 

Resolutions were adopted unanimously de- 
claring that the new bridge was “ absolutely 
necessary to the development, rrowth, exten- 
sion, and commerce of Jersey City, and its com- 
munication with various parts of the State;”’ 
and that ‘‘citizens representing over $40,00vu, 
worth of property so declared;” also that the 
sugar, house company opposed the bridge bé- 
cause it wanted to close the street and t 
$750,000 worth of land without paying for it. Phe 
fifth resolution adopted read thus: 

Resolved, That the ten years of struggle in the Legis- 
lature for said Bridge bill has been one continuous era 
ot disgraceful corruption and open defiance ot the 
rights of the people of New-Jersey by the combined 
power of corporations for selfish and greedy ends, 
throughthe maintenance of an unsavory lobby which 
debauches our State and undermines liberty. 

The remaining resolutions adopted demanded 
of tife Legislature the immediate construction 
of the bridge, and declared that the people who 
wanted it woulda not cease theirefforts until they 
had visited swift judgment upon the heads of 
men who sold them out. They demanded that 
all public officers should work for the bridge, 
nor would they support hereafter any man not 
80 Bpeete. Among the speakers were William 
McKenzie, President of the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine Manufacturing Company, who urged the 
construction of the bridge as a necessity to fa- 
cility in getting goods from Southern Jersey 
markets to this city other than by the Penn- 
sylvania Road. William A. Lewis said that the 
corporations were getting insatiable in their 
greed.

BUTLER AND THE SOLDIERS HOME.

The alleged shortage of Gen. Butler’: 
accounts with the National Soldiers’ Home 
when he was Treasurer again comes up with the 
printing of the report of the House Military 
Committee. This committee finds a shortage of 
about $220,000—$21,000 in cash and $200,000 in 
bonds, counting the latter at their par value, 
which would be increased by their appreciation. 
This matter should be cleared up without delay. 


Gen. Butler is getting along in rears, and 
whether we consider him or the Soldiers’ Home, 
apart of whose endowment seems to have dis- 
appeared, there isa demand for prompt action. 
Gen. Butler has testified before a Congressional 
committee that he kept some of the accounts of 
the Home with his own private accounts, and 
he appears to have profited by holding large bal- 


_ ances Rerenetne 60 the Home, and the question 


now is whether he abstracted the funds of this 
worthy institution and used them for his own 
benefit. We should be sorry to believe that a 
man credited with large wealth.would yield to 
such a temptation, however much he might love 
money, and Gen. Butler, who seems to have no 
political purpose to serve at present, cannot 
afford to live under the imputation of theft, 
especially theft of this particularly infamous 
character. Let us have the question settled in 
the courts. 





THE RADIOALS AND IRELAND. 
From the London Truth. 

Looking to the future of the Radical 
cause I am convinced that it is of paramount 
importance to settle Irish matters in a manner 
satisfactory to the Irish. If we do not we shall 
have to embark on a career of repression; our 
position will be like what was that of Austria to 
Lombardy, and what is that of Russia to Poland.

They are well aware that, so 
long as this Irish question is uusettied, it willfso 
occupy us that we shall not be able to give effect 
to Radical reforms. Dol blame them? Not in 
the least. On the contrary, 1 admire their 
sagacity. Those whom I blame are the Radicals 
and Liberals, who allow themselves to be hum- 
seagee in so very simple a fashion. What I 
would have Englishmen do is to mark, learn, 
and inwardly digest the following two facts: 
1. That ithe extension of local government to 
Ireland involves a local Irish Parliament, if con- 
cessions are not to be used against us. 2. That 
the federal system does not necessarily involve 
separation, and may possibly conduce to that 
patriotic union between the two islands which 
certainly does not now exist. 





TWO WOMEN BURNED TO A ORISP. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 11.—The resi- 
dence of the widow of Dr. G. 8. Miles, one mile 
from Jordan Station, Ky., was burned at 4 
o'clock this morning. Miss Dora Miles, the eld- 
est daughter of Mrs. Miles, and Hannah Voor- 
hees, colored, perished in the flames. Mrs. Miles, 
her three children, and Mr. C. McConnell, 
wife, and two children occupied the house. ‘I'né 
fire was discovered by Patrick Gibson, who, afte 
arousing the inmates, narrowly escaped with hig 
life. Mrs. Miles and Mr. McConnell‘were severely 
frostbitten, and the latter may lose both feet, 
After escaping from the burning building the 
families were compelled to stand in the ex. 
tremely cold atmosphere for a long time. The 
two women who lost their lives made desperate 
efforts to escape, but the fire spread so rapidly 
that they were soon burned to a crisp.

TER KEILEY’S REMARKES—THE PATRIOTS’ 
VICTORY SURE. 

There was patriotic eloquence, exulta- 
tion, and jollity at the meeting of the General 
Committee of the Irish Parliamentary fund in 
the Hoffman House last night. The reports of 
the yarious subcommittaes showed that more 
than $4,000 had been subscribed to the fund 
since the last previous meeting of the commit- 
tee. The total amount collected is about $34,000, 
and several reports are yet to come in from the 
canvassers. More than 100 friends of Ireland at- 
tended last night's meeting, and the applause 
was frequent and hearty. 

The Hon. A. M. Keiley, of Richmond, Va., the 
much rejected Minister, earnestly commended 
the committee for the systematic and successtul 
manner in which they had performed their 
work. Hesaid thatthe Irish Parliament Fund 
Committee was fairly representative of the 
strong American sentiment of sympathy for 
Ireland, which was the real potent influence 
back of the gallant fight that Parnell and his as- 
sociates were making. Mr. Keiley said that the 
interest now centred in the Irish question in 
Great Britain was remarkable. There was now 
but one question before the British Parliament, 
and that was the Irish question. All other pub- 
lic matters had been overshadowed, and all 
other interests had for the time being 
been forgotten. It was a sublime thing, the 
speaker said, to be able to feel that Ireland 


was now on the very threshold of her po- 
litical deliverance. She had been engaged in 
the fight for liberty for ages, and to all appear- 
ances victory was almost within her grasp. The 
friends of Ireland in this country should not 
abate their efforts in her behalf. Now was the 
time for them to stand firm and sunply the 
sinews of war to the brave leaders who were 
conducting the Parliameatary fight so ably. 

Thomas M. Fiatley, of Boston, enlivened the 
meeting by a humorous speech, in which he 8aia 
that he felt so sure of Ireland's future inde- 
mendence that ke had recently surrendered his 
Own personal independence by retting married.

A WAR REMINISCENCE, 


—_——@———— 
HOW SECRETARY STANTON WAS CONVINCED 
THAT ARMY MUSIC WAS NECESSARY. 


PouGHKEEPSI®, Jan. 11.—Old Washington 
people will remember Hudson Taylor, who, dur- 
ing the war and for years previous, was first 
chief clerk and then proprietor of a bookstore 
in Pennsylvania-avenue, in the capital of the 
Nation. During the war he was a bosom friend 
of Edwin M. Stanton, the then Secretary of War, 
He is now President of the City National Bank, 
of this city, and is the same hospitable and gen- 
erous Taylor that he was. When in the national 
city he at all times had the latchstring out for 
the leading menof the country. While giving 
reminiscences of Washington life to a little 


party of friends not many even ings ago, the con- 
versation turned upon the scenes of the war, 
when Mr. Taylor said, musingly: 

**I remember that while 1 was in Washington 
during the war there was one period when there 
was some talk of doing away with all tho regi- 
mental bands inthe army. It was said that they 
cost the Government millions of dollars, and as 
there was clamoring among some for retrench- 
ment it was seriously proposed that music in the 
army be dispensed with. <A little party of gen- 
tlemen, including myself, fearing that such an 
order would be given, went to the War Office 
one evening to call upon Mr. Stanton socially, 
as we often did, andin the course of the little 
talk we had the matter was broached. Said Mr, 
Stanton: ‘It is urged simply as a matter of 
economy. We now have hundreds of millions 
of debt, and it is growing fast.’ Said I: * Mr. 
Stanton, I have read somewhere that music has 
been used in all ages, not only as a stimulus to 
the passion of combat, but also as a sedative to 
the sense of danger, and while embattled hosts 
are marching with measured tread to the field of 
death music is the magic that lures them to their 
doom!’ Mr. Stanton rose from his chair, and in 
an emphatic manner exclaimed: 

“*By thunder, hs hea that’sa true saying! 
Where did you get that? The regiments shall 
keep their bands if all the finances of the 
United States go to the d——1!’” 

It is neediess to add that music in the army 
was not abolished. 





ANOTHER VICTIM DEAD. 


INVESTIGATING THE RAILROAD SLAUGHTER 
AT WILMINGTON. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 11. — George 
Black, conductor of the Wilmington and North- 
ern Railroad train which was shattered to pieces 
in Saturday’s collision, died from his injuries 
shortly before noon to-day. His wounds were 
frightful and intensely painful. His right arm 
was broken just above the wrist and the flesh 
was scalded and burnedso badly that it peeled 
off, leaving the bone almost bare. The flesh on 
his right leg was literally cooked by the steam. 
James Lawler is still alive, but his condition 
does not warrant much hope ot recovery. There 
is some chance for John F. Gorrey, as he is a;trifie 
better to-day, but his condition is extremely 
critical. The other wounded men are gradually 
recovering from their wounds. 

H. H. Carter, Superintendent of the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad, be- 
gan «an investigation this morning with the 
view of fixing the responsipility for the acci- 
dent. Deputy Coroner Smith ordered an inquest 
on the bodies of Harry W. Ahrens, George W. 
Brinton, and A. L. Jones, who were killed out- 
right in the collision. Eight witnesses were ex- 
amined, including Superintendent H. H. Carter, 
Trainmaster Frank Carlisle, and _Yardmas- 
ter E. M. Carter. The jury had to. visit 
the house of Engineer Elwood Coyle in 
order to take his testimony, because 
of his injuries, The testimony pointed 
to Assistant Yardmaster John F. Gorrey as the 
man upon whom devolved the responsibility for 
the accident, but as he is too badly injured to 
be seen as yet by avy but his physicians, the 
jury adjourned for one week in order to obtain 
his evidence, should he survive, which is ex- 
tremely doubtful. Engineer Coyle, of engine 
No. 16, testitied that he was running under Gor- 
rey’s direct orders when the accident cccurred, 
thus making it appear that Gorrey had given 
the order on his own responsibility.

A YOUNG WOMAN'S SAD DEATH. 
Dayton, Ohio, Jan. 11.—A sad death, 
which occurred under peculiarly mysterious 
circumstances, came to light here to-day. The 
victim was Miss Flora Brown, a Greene County 
lady, who came to this city the day before 
Christmas. When she left her home she repre- 
sented that she was gving to Darke County ona 
visit to relatives. She took with her $140 in 
money, 2 gold watch, and numerous other arti- 
cles of value. After she had left nothing of her 
whereabouts could be learned. Her friends be- 
came very much alarmed about her safety and 
feared foul play. To-day they were very much 
surprised and shocked to learn of her death, 
which occurred in a Main-street boarding house, 
where Miss Brown had taken rooms. 

When she came here she represented herself 
as Mrs. Mary Miller, and stated that she desired 
board and lodging for several weeks. Shortly 
afterward she became sick, anda physician was 
sum.w.oned, but her real condition was not 
learned unti! a day or two before her death, 
when she told her sad story. She stated to Dr, 
Mcilhenny, who attended her, that her real 
pame was Flora Brown, and not Miller; 
that she resided near Alpha, and that she 
was the victim of a man’s perfidy; that 
he had accomplished her ruin, and that to avoid 
the disgrace to her family she hai come to Day- 
ton and attempted to eet ric of her chila. She 
dia not wisb to have her family and friends in- 
formed of ber downfall, and when it was sug- 
gested during her illness that she be taken home 
she said that she preferred death rather than 
that. Her remains were taken to Alpha for in- 

al 
terment to-day by her father. The young lady 
is said to have been worth from $5,000 to $6,000,

GREENSBOROUGH, Ga., Jan. 11.—During 
the late election in Greens County Miss Will- 
jams, a beautiful young girl, highly edu- 


cated and accomplished, being a gradu- 


ate of Covington Female College, not 


only came out boldly in opposition 
to prohibition, but donned a red badge, and on 
the day of election did all in her power to carry 
the precinct where she lived *“ wet.”” She halt- 
ed every voter that passed her father’s house, 
argued the unconstitutionality of the law, and 
gave hima“ Forthe sale” ticket. The news of

THE WORK OF TYPHUS FFVER,.

ISAAC MARCUS’S WILL MADE UNDER PECUL- 


IAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 


On the front row of seats in the Surro- 
gate’s Court yesterday sat a line of relatives of 
the wife of Isaac Marcus, who during his life kept 
afancy store in East Broadway, and lived in 
Ludlow-street. They were light haired and 
some of them were affected with a brogue. On 
the next row sat a string of Polish Hebrews, 
relatives of the husband. They were there to 
hear the testimony inthe contest over Mr. Mar- 
cus’s will, The fancy store brought in profits 


till at his death his estate reached $30,000, it is 
claimed by the contestants. The proponents 
say it isless. A yearago Marcus was very sick. 
He frothed at the mouth and lay in an almost 
unconscious condition. His tongue _ was black 
and his eyes stood out of his head. The doctor 
in attendance said: “If he is to make a will, 
now is the time. In four hours he will be dead.’ 

A lawyer was summoned and one side say that, 
Marcus dictated his bequests to the lawyer. The 
other side say he was unconscious and could not 
have made a legal will. At any rate, in the words 
of one of the witnesses for the contestants, ‘* The 
hundreds of dollars were left to relatives of Mr. 
Marcus and the thousands to the wife's rela- 
tives. 

Yesterday Surrogate Rollins listened to a great 
deal of testimony on thesubject. Moses Finkel- 
stein said that his daughters were next of kin, 
as he had married a sisterof Marcus. Whenever 
he had recommended to Marcus to make a will 
the latter had shaken his head and said no and 
appeared mad. He had said no money could in- 
duce him to makeawill. It would make trouble 
in the family. During the last_ sickness when 
the matter was mentioned to Marcus he was 
very angry and writhed in his bed and shook his 
head. On the night he diea Mr. Finkelstein was 
present when the doctor spoke about mak- 
ing a will. The lawyer was sent for and, 
after conversation with one or two present, 
came to him (Finkelstein) and said he must leave 
the room. He then went into a back room. 
Marcus was very badly off then and his eyes 
wero as big as potatoes. Another witness said 
that when he told the lawyer that the will would 
not be legal if Marcus was unconscious at the 
time it was drawn up the lawyer, whose name 
was Levi, had said, ‘What difference does it 
make ?”’ 

The case will go on to-day, when Mr. Finkel- 
stein will tell what be saw through a crack in the 
door to the back room and what was said when 
the will was made.

WARM DISCUSSION ABOUT HIS STANDING IN 
THE PRESBYTERY. 

When the New-York Presbytery met 
yesterday afternoon in the Scotch church, on 
West Fourteenth-street, a petition was read 
from the mission chapel of the Madison-Square 
Presbyterian Church, signed by over 250 mem- 
bers, asking that the mission be organized in an 
independent church under direction of the 
Presbytery. The chapel is situated at No. 207 
East Thirtieth-street, and the petitioners guar- 
antee $3,500 toward the support of the church 


during the first year of its existence. A com- 
mittee will investigate the matter. 

Dr. Worrall brought up the question of the 
membership of the Rey. Dr. Bjerring in the 
Presbytery. Dr. Bjerring formerly belonged to 
the Greek Church, but several years ago came 
over to the Presbyterian faith. A committee 
of the Presbytery at that time gave him a 
license after examining him, and declared him 
to be fully ordained a Presbyterian minister. 
Dr. Worrall claimed that such license and ex- 
amination did not make hima member of the 
Presbytery. Dr. Page said that he had taken a 
great interest in Dr. Bjerring, and that the ques- 
tion raised by Dr. Worrall was simply a part of 
an cid infamous attack on Dr. Bjerring. Dr. 
Worrall waxed angry and said that Moderator 
White should not allow Dr. Page to make such 
astatement. They intended nothing but kind- 
ness toward Dr. Bijerring, and merely wanted 
the records of the Presbytery kept straight. He 
was sure Dr. Page would withdraw his remarks. 
The Moderator said that he had not understood 
Dr. Page to mean anything that placed Dr. 
Worrall ina wrong light. Dr. Page said that he 
meant just what he had said. 

Mr. Worrall—Then the brother calls us all 
liars if he doesn’t retract whut he said after 
my explanation.

The Presbytery then adjourned. 





UNITING IN TEMPERANCE WORK. 
About 40 gentlemen, representing Prot- 
estant Episcopal churches of the city, met last 
evening in Annex Hall, at No. 16 Fourth-av- 
enue, to perfect the organization of a general 
church temperance society forthe city, to be 
known asthe Metropolitan Temperance Board 
ot the City of New-York. In opening the meet- 
ing the Rev, Dr. Saterlee, of Calvary Church, 
explained that the views of the Committee on 
Organization were to make the board a central 
body, representative of the parochial societies 
in the city, to be composed of the Rector and five 
members of each of the churches having such 
societies, thus skimming the cream of all the 
parishes interested in church temperance. The 
meeting adopted a constitution, in which it was 
provided that churches having no parochial 
societies might be represented if they saw fit to 
join the general movement. Tne work of the 
board will be practically the same as that of the 
Church Temperance Society, uniting the efforts 
for temperance on an equal basis of those who 
abstain from the use of liquor and of those who 
donot. Another meeting:will be held at the call 
of the Chairman.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 
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THE BILL TO ADMIT DAKOTA AS 
A STATE. 

A FAVORABLE REPORT FROM THE SENATE 

COMMITTEE ON TERRITORIES—A NEW 


TERRITORY CREATED. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The report of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Territories, to accompany the Dill 
for the admission of Dakota into the Union and the 
organization of the Territory of Lincoln, reported by 
Senator Harrison to-day, covers more than 100 pages 
of manuscript, in addition to its voluminous printed 
appendices. It says the mgin proposition of the Dill 
is that the proceedings taken by the people of that 
part of the present Territory of Dakota lying south 
of the forty-sixth parallel of north latitude, which re- 


sulted in the adoption of a Constitution by a popular 
vote on Noy. J, 1585, shall be accepted and ratified by 
Congress and the State of Dakota be admitted to the 
Union upon an equal footing with the other States. 
The report gives the history of the movement for 
the organization of the new State, from the passage of 
the act by the ‘lerritorial Legislature authorizing the 
Sioux Falls Convention to the present time, It is not 
claimed, the report says, that this act of the Legisla- 
ture was a necessary preliminary to the holding of a 
constitutional convention, and if it were admitted, 
that it had no legal force whatever, and the proceed- 
ings which followed are to be treated as purely popu- 
lar. Still, it gave the people the machinery necessary 
for the expression of the popular will in an orderly 
and effective way. ‘The conventions which framed the 
Constitutions of lowa, Michigan, Florida, Oregon, and 
erhaps other States, the report says, were called and 
eld under acts of the ‘Territorial Legislatures, 
The journal of the proceedings of the con- 
vention is alluded to as _ giving evidence of a 
high degree of intelligence, public spirit, and industry. 
The submission of the Constitution in accordance with 
the ordinance of the convention to the vote of the 
electors 1s described as resulting in the adoption of the 
Constitution by a majority of 155 to 61, making it 
clear, in the opinion of the Senate committee, that an 
overwhelming majority of the people of South Dakota 
approve the Constitution and desire present admission 
into the Union of States under it. The committee 
does not think it necessary to discuss the provisions 
of the Constitution further than to say that it 
is republican in form and. spirit, gives full 
recognition to the supremacy of the Constitution 
and laws of the United States, establishes abso- 
lute religious toleration, throws about the life and 
estates of the citizens the sateguards of law, provides 
in the most liberal way for a permanent system of 
free public schools, and organizes a symmetrical and 
effective system of government for the people. ‘I'he 
Constitution was, the committee says, framed by the 
people who are to live under it, and meets their wishes 
and wants. It is not the province of Congress to 
frame Constitutions for new States. In some cases 
Congress has authorized the President to announce by 
roclamation the admission of a State, if he tound 
he Constitution adopted to be republican in form and 
to contain certain articles of compact stipulated for in 
the enabling act. In such cases the State Constitution 
was of course never laid before Cougress. In this case 
all the usual stipulations in the nature of a compact 
with the United States are incorporated in the Consti- 
tution, which is itself embodied in the report. 
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IN FAVOR OF SILVER. 
SENATOR PUGH SPEAKS IN FAVOR OF THE 


EIGHTY-CENT DOLLAR. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Mr. Pugh called up in 
the Senate to-day Mr. Beck’s silver resolution and ad- 
dressed the Senate upon it. With the aid of all the 
learning in the world, Mr. Pugh said, the greatest 
statesmen were still grappling with the money ques- 
tion at precisely the same point at which they began 
to grapple with it. So far as the United States was 
concerned there had never been atime when our paper 
or metallic currency had been so sound and healthy as 
it was to-day. This condition of affairs, and the pre- 
mium on our bonds, constituted a grim satire on the 
prophecies of the opponents of the legislation hitherto 
enacted by Congress on the money question. Noth- 
ing was more to be desired, Mr. Pugh thought, than 
that the banks, bankers, and t’ederal Treasury should 
stand aside and allow Gresham's law to have full and 
free Operation on our silver currency. He had much 
confidence in the practical sense, sound judgment, and 
integrity of President Cleveland and his devotion to con- 
stitutional principles. But many Democrats would differ 
with the President on the money question and details 
affecting the tariff. Thege questions were so far-reach- 
ing and complicated in their operation as not to be 
capable of a final solution satisfactory to all. He had 
given the President’s message much consideration, but 
was constrained to differ with him in regard to money. 
Mr. Pugh quoted figures from the New-York Clearing 
House to show that only about three and one-half per 
cent. of the Clearing House transactions were represent- 
ed by cash, the remainder being made up principally of 
checks. Congress was confronted, he said. with an 
official announcement that our business relations had 
reached a crisis in which we must suspend coining sil- 
ver till we could secure an international ratio between 
gold and silver. he real point involved, Mr. Pugh 
believed to be not the suspension, but the total stop- 
page of silver coinage, and if silver coinage were sus- 
pended now it would be a blow that would directly and 
speedily lead to the consummation of an organized 
conspirocy of capitalists to secure absolute contro! of 
all our currency and the regulation of its volume and 
consequent purchasing power. Mr. Pugh believed he 
spoke for the Southern people when he said that three 
fourths of them would to-day, if opportunity were 
given, vote against the proposiiion to suspend the sil- 
ver coinage. ‘ihe petitions that came to Congress 
fuvoring suspension were all on printed blanks and 
signed mainly by bankers, 

Mr. Pugh criticised the arguments of the Secretary 
of the ‘lreasury and of the President. He ingvired 
whether we were to take the mere dictum of the Pres- 
ident outhis matter, and insisted that the executive 
officers were under obligationto enforce the luws of 
Congress. Why had those laws been hourly violated ? 
Had Congress abdiceted its powerstothe executive 
department of the Government? ‘he national banks, 
who were fiscal avents of the Government, 
should not, Mr. Pugh thought, have been al- 
lowed to become members of a Clearing House 
that discredited the silver certiticaies of the 
Government. ‘The national banks had evaded the law 
ot Congress by agreeing that they would not Oller sil- 
ver certificates to the Cleaing House, and therefore 
none had been actually refused by the Clearing House. 
A New-York newspaper, he said, bad squarely de- 
tended the evasion. Why was silver opposed by the 
national banks? Because silver was the only medium 
of our currency which they could not control. *‘ >top 
the coinage of silver,” said Mr. Pugh, “and these 
banks will become absolute monarchs of all they 
survey.” The opinion of Mr. James G. Blaine, he con- 
tinued, would have influence with some He read 
from remarks made by Mr. Blaine while in Congress, 
to the effect that the establishment of a monometallic 
gold standard would be injurious to our industries and 
commerce, and that the United States could not wisely 
treat silver_as the European countries did. Both 
metals, Mr. Pugh insisted. were necessary in order to 
counteract the constant tendency of money to contract 
under the vast increase of the values of the world, He 

uoted from an eminent English authority (Mr. 

joschen) to showthat no gold standard country in 
the world had advanced in prosperity in a degree at all 
to be compared with that of the double standard 
United States. Without concluding his remarks Mr, 
Pugh gave way to Mr. Edmunds for amotion to go into 
executive session. 7% 

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
A UTAH MINING CASE DECIDED—OTHER 
MATTERS DISPOSED OF,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11,—The Supreme Court of 


the United States to-day rendered decisions in the fol- 


lowing numed cases: James J. O'Reilly and James W. 
Kennedy vs. James W.Campbell, Frederick T. Benson, 
Herman Lucken, and Elizabeth Dudler. Appeal from 
the Supreme Courtof Utuhto determine their rights 
tocertain mining ground inthat Territory. The de- 
fendants are the owners of mining ground known as 


the Omaha Lode, and in 1877 they procured a survey 
anda plat of itto be made and filed in the Land Office 


at Salt Lake City,with application for a patent thereof. 
‘The plaintiffs are alsothe Ownersof mining ground in 
theterritory known asthe Highland Bay Lode. and aft- 
er the proceedings mentioned were begun and within 

the time required they filedan adverse claim to about 
three ucres of the tand covered by the defendants’ 
survey. ‘Lhe District Court gave judgment in favor of 
the plaintiffs forthe parcel claimed with the exception 
of a fractionai part of an acre. ‘Che Supreme Court of 
the Territory affirmed the decision. ‘he objections of 
the appellants, for which they asked a reversal of the 
judgment. were that the findings do not show that the 
plaintiffs are citizens of the United States, and 
the tindings of fact are confused, insufli- 
cient, and contradictory, and also mingled with 
conciusions of iaw instead of being separately 
stated as required by the statute of Utah. Justice 
Field, in delivering the opinion of the cour:, held that 
while it is true that the law provides that mineral lands 
of the United States shall be open to i exploration and 
purchase only by citizens of the United States and 
those who have declared their intention to become 
such, and bad that objection been taken in the court 
below it would have been a matter of grave considera- 
tion whether,if not obviated, the objection was not 
fatal, the question could not be raised in this court for 
the first time. As to the other objection, the court 
held that the findings are not drawn with 
sxill or precision, but findings are not to be 
construed with the strictness of specia! pleadings. 
“The question therefore,” the court adds, * 1s whether, 
the location of a vein or load as running in one direction 
but not marked onthe surface for years and not de- 
veloped, wiil be allowed to cover a claim made by 
others on ground different from that thus indicated and 
developed by years of lubor and large expenditures 
without objection from the complaining parties, be- 
cause subsequent explorations bythe first ciaimunts 
disclose the fact that their vein runs in a different di- 
rection than they supposed, and covers the claim 
of the other parties We do not think tbat 
the original claimants can take the second 
claim. it is true the locators of the Omaha 
clatm intended to take the vein or lode and were ig- 
nerant of its direction, but it was incumbent upon 
them to push their explorations within a reasonable 
time so as to ascertain its true course and indicate to 
the public in visible manner the extent and direction 
of it, so that others might not be excluded from ex- 
plorations on other ground or denied the benefit of 
their labor if by inadvertence they encroach upon 
ground intended to be covered by the first claimants, 
‘he Highland Bay claim was taken up four years after 
the location of the defendants, and for three years it 
was worked and money expended upon it without 
objection from the defendants or any indication from 
them to the panies that their own Omaha claim was at 
ail interfered with. It wastoo late afterward to raise 
the objection. Judgment affirmed.”

ARMY AND NAVY AFFAIRS. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 11.—In the Senate to-day 
Mr. Manderson called up his bill to increase the effi- 
ciency of the infantry branch of thearmy. ‘The Dill 
provides that each infantry regiment shall consist of 
12 companies, one Colonel, one Lieutenant-Colonel, 
three Majors, one Adjutant, one Quartermaster, one 


Quartermaster’s Sergeant, and one Chief Musician. 
All appointments to the original vacancies above 
the grade of Second Lieutenant created by the 
act shall be filled by seriority in the infantry 
arm of the service. Our army, Mr. Mander- 
son said, had never brought the blush of 
shame to the cheeks of the American people. ‘I'o the 
disgrace of Congress, however, no warlike emergency 
that had ever arisen had found us prepared. An illus. 
tration of this was found in the fact that the capital had 
been captured by a British force no greater than 3,500 
men, Fifteen thousand more Union men on the field 
of the first Manassas would have closed the civil war, 
and the maintenance of those men from the time of 
the Mexican war to that of the rebellion, would not 
have equaled one-fiftieth part of the money cost 
of the civil war, to say nothing of the fear- 
ful loss of human lives. The lethargy of Congress 
in the matter of placing our army, navy, and coast de- 
fenses in a proper condition of efficiency was inexplic- 
able to Mr. Manderson, in view of the notortous facts 
astotheir insufficiency for emergencies, and of the 
repeated recommendations of the Presidents and other 
Executive officers. He did not believe with Hobbes 
that war was the natural condition of mankind, nor 
with others that war was soon to ono gene However 
much we might desire peace, we should not forget that 
the most certain method of securing peace was to be 
prepared for war. Not only were we liable to the hap- 
pening of a foreign war, but we were constantly men- 
aced with Indian outbreaks, and tor even the latter we 
were unprepared. 

The United States steamship Tallapoosa was put in 
commission at the New-York Navy Yard to-day. She 
will probably be sent tothe South Atlantic station to 
relieve the Nipsic, whichis to be brought home ‘I'he 
Despatch sailed from Newport to-day for New-York. 
The Powhatan, at Key West, will sail in a few days on 
a cruise in the West Indies.

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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11, 1886, 

Notwithstanding the large number of bills in- 
troduced during the last call of States in the House, 
the call to-day brought forward 650 additional proposi- 
tions, which increases to nearly 4,000 the number of 
measures now awaiting action by the House com- 
mittees, 

The Secretary of the Interior, in response to 
applications of settlers in New-Mexico to have the 
tract of land known as Nolan grant No. 89 restored to 
the public domain, hus made a decision favorable to 


their applications, which throws opento settlement 
576,000 acres of land. 


Inthe Court of Ciaims to-day judgment was 
renderedin favorof John M. Langston in his suit 


against the Governmentto recover the difference be- 
tween his salary as Minister to Hayti, as fixed by law, 
and the amount paid him under appropriations by 
Congress. ‘I'he amount claimed in this case wus $7,667 
and judgment was given forthe full amount. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has set 
Tuesday, the 1¥th inst., for hearing argument upon 
the bill for the construction of a bridge across Staten 
island Soundto givethe Baltimore and Ohlo Kail- 
road a connection into New-York. Gentlemen repre- 
seniing the stuten Island, the Baltimore and Ohio 
Koad, and the New-Jersey interests are expected to 
be present. 

The nomination of Mr. Jordan as Treasurer of 
the United States has been reported favorably by the 
Committee on Finance, and an effort is being made to 
expedite action on the part of the Senate s0 astoavoid 
any possible complication which might arise from the 

reseut situation in the Sub-'l'reasury at New-York. 
t is expectea that Mr. Jordan will be confirmed to- 
morrow, and that a nomination as Assistant Treasurer 
at New-York will be made early this week. 

Mr. Morgan offered a resolution in the Senate 
to-day relatingtothe ‘Trustees provided for by the 
Utah bill to manage the property and affairs of the 
Mormon Churehn. A preambletothe resolution recites 
that the union of Church and State in the joint admin- 
istration of the temporal and spiritual affairs of any 
church or religious sect is dangerous to the freedom of 
religious worship and violates the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States. ‘Ihe resolution 
sets forth that, in the opinion of the Senate, it is not 
within the power of Congress to appoint officers of 
the United States to participate with the officers of 
any church or religious sect in the management of the 
affairs of such church or sect, and thatitis a violation 
of the Constitution forthe Presidentto appoint any 
such officer under any law. 

Senator Frye has introduced a bill for the re- 
lef of the American merchant marine. It repeals the 
statute requiring the payment of fees for murine doc- 
uments, cerificates of inspection, &e., and provides 
that the Collectors whose duty it is to furnish these 
papers shall be paid by the United States. Masters of 
coastwise vessels are authorized to employ a Shipping 
Commissioner to shi crews. ‘he liability limitution 
cluuse of the last Shipping act is extended to vessels in 
interior waters and to those enguged in the coastwise 
trade. The provision of the law of 1883 authorizing a 

drawback on bituminous coal, the benetits of which 
under the rulings of the Treasury are now enjoyed by 
foreign vessels, are limited by the bill to American 
vessels. ‘he bill also extends the provisions of the 
stututes relating to the trea admission of material en- 
tering into the construction or used in the repair of 
American vessels so as to include materia! used in the 
construction or repair of vesse!s engaged in the fish- 
ertes and in whaling. Senator Frye also introduced a 
bill providing that after July 1, 1586, no sailing vessel 
oft the United States engagei in the coastwise trade 
shall be obliged to take a pilotin going into or out of 
any port of the United States, or be compelled to pay 
tor pulotage services tendered but nt accepted. 


The bill introduced in the louse to-day by 
Mr. Warner, of Ohio, providing for the Issue of cer- 


tificates on deposited silver bullion is substantially 
the bill prepared by him during last Summer and pub- 
lished before the meeting of Congress. it provides 
that any holder of silver bullion may deposit the same 
with the Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer in amounts 
not less in value than $10 and receive therefor certiti- 
cates in denominations of $10, $20, $5° 3100, and $5v0, 
‘UC hese certificates shall be received for customs, taxes, 
and all other public dues, and shall be lezal tender 
in payment of all debts public and private unless pay- 
ment in coin is expressly stipulated. ‘hey shal! be re- 
deemabie on presentation at the Treasury or Sub- 
‘’reasury in New-York in coin, or, at the option of the 
Secretary, in silver bullion at its market vaiue at the 
time of redemption. The value and ratio to gold at 
which certificates shall be tssuea on silver bullion de- 
posited under this act shail be its actual ratio 
or market value at the time of deposit, to 
be determined by the Secretary of the ‘lreas- 
ury for each calendar month by taking the 
average selling price of silver bullion as expressed 
in gold dollars in the open market in New-York dur- 
ing the preceding month, which price, so determined, 
shall be the value or ratio to gold at which ceriificates 
shall be issued during the succeeding month. On the 
tuking effect of this act the monthly coinage of silver 
dollars shall be stopped, andin lieu of such coinage 
the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to cause 
the coinage of standard siiver do!lars from the bullion 
deposited under this act in amount sufficient to sup- 
ply any demund that may arise or that may be re- 
quired to pay the coin Oblivations of the Government.

HAVANA, Jan. 2.—The editor of the 
Diario de la Marina, as representative of the 
press of Cuba, has sent a telegram to the Presi- 
dent of the Council at Madrid entreating him to 
use his influence with the Queen toward procur- 
ing a pardon for the condemned officer Beriben, 
Beriben has arrived at Ceienfuegos and is con- 
fined in the castle Nuestra Sefiora de los 
Angeles. 

Several large commercial houses have agreed 
to fix a tare of 1 per cent. on centrifugal sugar 
bags and of 14g per cent, on molasses sugar bags, 
instead of 2 pounds, heretofore allowed for 
every bag. It is claimed that the bags now used 
are much larger than formerly, holding 300 
pounds, whereas the old ones held only 250 
pounds.

The sun, casting his first rays on the 
hanging ulsters of Baxter-street, yesterday 
morning, discovered Eustace Brinisty and 
Gabriel Bauman stamping their feet in front of 
their booths, ready to hustle in any stray sea- 
faring and country trade. Bauman’s stock of 
second-hand clothing is at No. 14,and Brinisty’s 
place is at No. 16.

It is probable that Mr. Eaton regards 
the opposition of Senator LoGaNnand of the 
Senators who agree with him as more 
creditable than would have been a unan- 
imous confirmation of his appointment as 
Civil Service Commissioner. Only about 
a dozen, as near as can be discovered, 
voted against Mr. Eaton’s appointment, 
and these were divided between Repub- 
licans and Democrats, and led by Mr. 
LoGaN on the one hand and Mr. Voor- 
HEES on the other. We should be sorry 
to believe that among them was, as is re- 
ported, Mr. Jonn SHerman. That gentle- 
man can have had nothing to gain by 
complicity in a movement at once so un- 
justifiable and so sure to be futile as was 
this. Mr. Eaton’s Democratic colleagues, 
Messrs. TRENHOLM and EDGERTON, were 
confirmed without opposition. 








The behavior of the pillars of the New- 
‘York Democracy in reference to that well 
paid and desirable office of Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States in this city 
goes far to disprove Mr. CurTIs’s celebrat- 
ed statement that the Democratic Party is 
very hungry and very thirsty. When Mr. 
Joun BiGeLow, after mature delibera- 
tion, declined the President’s nomina- 
tion to this office, there were re- 
ports of private and personal reasons, such 
as a preference for the country during 
the Summer months and a constitutional 
disinclination to arduous desk work, 
which fully accounted for his unexpected 
course. But Mr. RoBERT B. ROOSEVELT, 
who has also declined the place, is a man 
of superabundant vitality, accustomed 
to hard work and fond of it, as 
was shown a few years ago when 
he stood single and alone support- 
ing upon his Atlantean shoulders the 
principles and entire “plant” of the 
County Democracy during a period of 
several months when that organization 
had been abandoned by all the other 
marties in interest. Mr. RoosgvELT’s re- 





fusal of a comfortable seat in the Sub- 
Treasury Building must be attributed, we 
fancy, to the workings of some deep and 
secret change which has come over the 
Democratic Party disposing it to reject 
the proffered baubles of office and patron- 


age. 








Now that some progress has been made 
in the great work of taking the civil serv- 
ice out of politics, Senator Frye proposes 
that we shall take a very long step back- 
ward by making the army part of a polit- 
ical machine. The bill in which he shows 
how this should be done is in the sphere 
of military affairs almost as absurd and 
ridiculous as the Hudson’s Bay bill of his 
neighbor, Senator BLAIR, was in the 
sphere of physics. Nevertheless, it has 
been read with some interest by army offi- 
cers because Mr. Fryz came to the Senate 
from the House with some reputation 
as a legislator. The bill would tend to 
make the army the tool of politicians. 
Under its provisions heads of departments 
would be appointed for terms of four 
years, and they might all become the vic- 
tims of a “clean sweep” with a change 
of Administration. Many an opponent of 
the merit system in the civil service 
would strongly oppose any attempt to 
make the army a partisan organization, 


‘and itis amazing that Mr. Frye should 


turn his back to the light and grope in the 
Middle Ages of politics. 








Senator FrYE has introduced a bill in 
the Senate providing that after the 1st of 
July no sailing vessel of the United States 
engaged in the coastwise trade shall be 
obliged to take a pilot in going into or out 
of any port of the United States or be 
compelled to pay for pilotage services 
tendered but not accepted. This is in- 
tended to relieve the coastwise vessels of 
what ship owners have long felt to be a 
grievance, and in many cases a serious 
one. As these vessels do not carry passen- 
gers it is difficult to see on what ground 
they can be fairly required to take a pilot 
to guard against risks their owners are 
willing to assume and for the conse- 
quences of which they are responsible, 








The Senate Committee on Territories 
has reported voluminously in favor of 
the admission of the State of Dakota un- 
der the Constitution framed at Sioux 
Falls in September last, and ratified by 
the people of Southern Dakota in Novem- 
ber. Itis an easy matter to show that 
the proceedings which resulted in the 
adoption of this Constitution were quite 
regular according to the law and prece- 
dent thereto applicable, and the Consti- 
tution itself contains no provision to 
which Congress can fairly object, 
and omits none which it can fair- 
ly require. Dakota is quite large 
enough to be divided on the forty-sixth 
parallel of latitude to advantage, and the 
southern part has advanced in population 
and resources far beyond those usually at- 
tained by Territories when they become 
States. The people of the northern part 
can afford to wait and develop a while yet, 
and ought to be pleased with the proposed 
new name of Lincoln. In short, there is 
no good reason why the State of Dakota 
should not be speedily admitted to the 
Union, and if there is opposition it will be 
of a narrow partisan character such as is 
never justifiable. 








Nobody has such a commercial interest 
in a ‘‘chess boom” as the makers of bill- 
iard tables have in a “‘ billiard boom.” It 
is unlikely that the match between STEIN- 
1TZ and ZUKERTORT will result in any 
popular revival of chess. There was such 
a revival following upon the victories of 
Morpay, and for a few years thereafter 
chess was much more actively and gener- 
ally pursued than it has been since. The 
interest in MORPHY’s success was patriotic, 
but that interest does not attach to a 
series of games between two Germans, 
one of whom happens to be a naturalized 
citizen of the United States. Of course, 
confirmed chess players will follow these 
matches with the interest that properly 
attaches to a contest between two players, 
either of whom is doubtless superior to 
any other than his present antagonist, 








THE DIVIDED SILVER MEN, 


The division in the councils of the ad- 
vocates of the silver dollar is shown in a 
marked manner by the variety of schemes 
they are bringing forward. Scarcely any 
one of them seems satisfied with the pres- 
ent law. Mr. BLAND» is in favor of unlim- 
ited coinage, which is the consistent aim 
of those who either wish or would be 
willing to have asingle coin currency of 
silver. Mr. Eustis, of Louisiana, whose 
ardor in the cause of silver is intensified 
by his resentment toward the Adminis- 
tration, has brought in his plan to require 
the Secretary of the Treasury to pay the 
bonds he has called in silver dollars. This 
is going too far for Mr. Breck, who thinks 
the payments of Government obligations 
should be made in gold and silver in pro- 
portion to the amount of each metal re- 
ceived at the Custom Houses. Mr. Beck 
says, however, that the Finance Commit- 
tee has reached no agreement, and that 
when Senator Jongs, of Nevada, conde- 
scends tocome to Washington the com- 
mittee will try to come to some under- 
standing. 

Meanwhile the more conservative and 
intelligent of the bimetallists—in fact, all 
who really wish to see the two metals 
circulate evenly together—are convinced 
that the coinage of the silver dollars 
under the present law must be stopped. 
Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, a member of 
the Coinage Committee, fairly represents, 
we should say, this class of bimetallists, 
although he admits that his conservative 
views would cause him to be denounced 
by the silver fanatics as a “ goldbug.” 
His plan is to suspend the coinage of the 
silver dollars at once, then to pay out 
those now on hand in the ordinary course 
of business until they shall be reduced to 
$20,000,000. If at any time there shall be 
any demand for silver dollars it shall be 
met from this reserve, and in the follow- 
ing month there shall be coined enough 
to restore the fund to its original amount. 
This Mr. Scott regards, and very justly, 
as referring the whole question of silver 
coinage to the people. The present arbi- 


_twary coinage, which forces thirty-odd mill. . 


ions of silver dollars annually on the coun- 
try, or rather on the Treasury, every year, 
is abandoned. The people are required 
to take no more than they wish, at least 
until after the present absurd accumula- 
tion has been distributed. No merchant 
is forced to take silver certificates unless 
he has a profitable use to make of them. 
We take it by ‘tthe ordinary course of 
business” Mr. Scott does not mean to 
embrace the payment of bonds, which is 
an extraordinary procedure. If he does, 
his plan would be inadmissible. If he 
does not, there would be much to say in 
its favor. 

Mr. WARNER, too, has put in his famous 
bill, shorn apparently of some of the 
more fantastic features with which it was 
ornamented in the Summer, but remain- 
ing in its substance as wildly imprac- 
tivable as ever. Its fatal vico is in the 
legal tender quality conferred on the cer- 
tificates of deposit. Under its operation 
there would be legal tender certificates of 
the nominal value of $10 in circulation, 
for which there had been deposited $9, $8, 
$10, $11, or any other sum. that might 
be the market value of the sil- 
ver in any month, and _ these cer- 
tificates would be redeemable in bull- 
ion at whatever the price might be 
at the time of redemption, or in standard 
silver dollars, at the discretion of the Sec- 
retary. If there be any conceivable 
method of introducing greater confusion 
into the currency than this we do not 
know what it is or could be. We have 
already seven different kinds of currency 
of varying degrees of legal tender. Under 
the Warner scheme we should have one 
more kind of which no human being could 
approximately guess the value for sixty 
consecutive days. The proposition is 
interesting, however, as showing the 
entire absence of anything like con- 
sistent notions among the men who 
set themselves up as authorities in the 
matter of silver currency. When this 
scheme is compared with the others the 
only practical conclusion to be drawn is 
that the silver men do not really know 
what they want and that they are as yet 
without definite agreement or organiza- 
tion. In this lies the hope that with 
energetic pressure we may yet secure the 
suspension of the coinage. That is the 
point to which all the efforts of the 
friends of honest money should now be 
directed, and the bill of Mr. Scott un- 
questionably forms a good basis for action. 








THE NEW PASSENGER RATE WAR. 


It appears clearly from the statement 
of the case presented in another column 
that the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company was not the aggressor in its 
movement for cutting passenger rates 
from this city to Western points. It seems 
to have acted strictly in defense of its own 
business interests. When the new trunk 
line pool went into effect on the Ist of 
December the Baltimore and Ohio was 
left outof the arrangement. It would not 
come in except on its own terms, which 
were intended to defend it from encroach- 
ment upon what it considered its rights 
by the Pennsylvania Company, and the 
latter represented that its co-opera- 
tion was not necessary to the main- 
tenance of the arrangement. At that 
time the rate from Baltimore to Chicago 
was $13. Under the pooling arrangement 
the Pennsylvania Road put up its rate to 
$17 50, while that of the Baltimore and 
Ohio remained unchanged. As was to be 
expected, under this difference the West- 
ern passenger traffic from Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington drifted strong- 
ly to the Baltimore and Ohio line. Not- 
withstanding its obligations to the pool, 
the Pennsylvania on Saturday last cut its 
rate from Baltimore west to that of the 
rival line. This muy not be regarded as a 
direct violation of the trunk line agree- 
ment, as the Pennsylvania Company still 
sells tickets from this city to Chicago for 
$20, the pool rate; but as the rate from 
here to Baltimore is $5 30, it makes it 
possible to go to Chicago for $18 30 even 
by the Pennsylvania line. 

It was to protect their Western business 
in what they considered their own field— 
that from Baltimore and Washington— 
that the managers of the Baltimore and 
Ohio determined to make the cut of $5 on 
the regular rates from this city. The 
disadvantage of the company is that 
it has no independent line of its own 
from New-York to Philadelphia. It is 
obliged to sell tickets over the Penn- 
sylvania line to Baltimore and make 
a transfer of passengers there. It pro- 
poses to reduce the trouble and delay of 
the transfer toa minimum, and there is 
little doubt that for a majority of 
passengers the difference in rates will 
be regarded as more than a compen- 
sation. The agents of the Penn- 
sylvania declare that when the rival 
company has sold the tickets over their 
line which are now in its possession it 
will not be able to supply its customers. 
Even if this should be the case it will not 
materially weaken the Baltimore Com- 
pany in its fight, for people will have no 
difficulty in getting to Baltimore at the 
regular rates,and it is proposed to sell them 
tickets from there to their destination at 
a price which will still make the cost 
from New-York $5 less than the pool 
rate. In fact, the managers of the Balti- 
more and Ohio declare their purpose to 
make a further cut if necessary to obtain 
the business, and to meet any reduction 
of the pool lines by a further proportion- 
ate decrease. 

This makes the matter look like a very 
earnest and determined fight, which Mr. 
GaRRETT declares he will keep up until he 
has his own New-York line established, 
when he will be hampered with no difti- 
culty about getting passengers from here 
to Baltimore. Although it is not avowed, . 
it looks as though the contest had a very 
significant bearing upon the scheme of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Company to 
establish its own New-York connection, 
which the Pennsylvania Road has done 
everything in its power to thwart. It is 
this aspect of the case more than any 
other that is likely to win sympathy 
for the Baltimore and Ohio. It 
is not for the interest of New-York 
nor of the country that the Pennsylvania 
Road should maintain a monopoly over 








\ the connection from this city. to. the south- J 


ward, The Baltimore and Ohio Company 
has precisely the same right that the 
Pennsylvania Company has to access to 
this city if itis ready to establish a con- 
nection and take its chance in dividing the 
business, While there are three effective 
through lines from this city to the West 
by way of Buffalo, there is but one by 
way of Philadelphia and Baltimore. The 
business of the future, if not of the pres- 
ent, would certainly justify a division of 
the traffic in that direction, and competi- 
tion is desirable for the public. 

There can be littfe doubt that the Balti- 
more and Ohio Road will in the next few 
months succeed in establishing its ter- 
minus on Staten Island with a continuous 
through line for freight and passengers 
from this point South and West. It will 
then be in a position to maintain its claim 
to a full share in the business between 
this port and the interior. It will have to 
be taken into any combination of the 
trunk lines that is to be effective and will 
be a factor of considerable strength. It 
will be able to fight with effect if necessary, 
or to maintain peace on terms that will 
protect its interests. In the meantime 
it seems likely to hold its own so far 
as the struggle for passenger traffic 
is concerned. Its position can hardly fail 
to put a great strain upon the present 
pool combination, and it would not be sur- 
prising if it were to break it down or com- 
pel such arevision of the agreement as 
shall recognize the claims of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Road. That organization 
has an advantage in its concentration of 
control, its assured position in its own field, 
and in the solid basis of capital on which 
it rests. While in one sense this is a con- 
test between two rival corporations, it 
has a very important bearing upon the 
interests of the public, which will be ma- 
terially served by the establishment of the 
Baltimore and Ohio line on a fair footing 
as to traffic with New-York. 








A WASTE OF TIME, 


Thirty-five days have passed since the 
members of the Forty-ninth Congress as- 
sembled in Washington and began the 
work of the session, The Senate has 
accomplished something, although the 
greater part of its time has been spent in 
thrashing old straw, discussing and voting 
upon bills that it passed at the last session 
and that the House in the last Congress 
was not able to touch. But what has 
been done in the House since Dec. 7? The 
body has been organized by the re-election 
of the old Speaker and the appointment 
of committees, and the members have in- 
troduced 4,000 bills, 

The fact that nothing has been done in 
the way of legislation beyond the intro- 
duction of 4,000 bills directs attention to 
reforms that are sorely needed. For a 
week the House has been engaged in 
monotonous proceedings that are a sheer 
waste of valuable time. Members have 
been called one after another to submit 
the schemes of legislation that have been 
fashioned by themselves or their constit- 
uents, and the mere reading of titles and 
formal reference to committees have con- 
sumed day after day. With questions of 
great moment demanding consideration 
the Legislature of fifty-five millions of 
people has been frittering away its time 
in this solemn farce of submitting bills, 
four-fifths of which will never be heard 
of again and nine-tenths of which ought 
never to see the light of day in Congress, 

In aperiod of fifty years, from the or- 
ganization of the Government to the 
Twenty-fifth Congress, only 8,777 bills 
and joint resolutions were introduced 
in the House; in the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress alone the number was 8,637. From 
Congress to Congress the number has 
steadily increased. In the Thirty-eighth, 
for both Senate and House, it was 
only 1,608; in the Thirty-ninth it 
was 2,858; in the Forty-seventh the 
number had risen to 10,704, and 
in the Forty-eighth it was 11,441. And 
thefpercentage of successful bills has 
as steadily fallen. In the Thirty-eighth 
Congress this percentage was 31, in the 
Forty-fourth it had fallen to 11, and in 
the Forty-sixth to only 4 1-2. In the last 
two Congresses there was aslight advance, 
caused by the passage of an unusual num- 
ber of private pension bills, but of the 
11,441 bills submitted in the Forty-eighth 
only 966, or 8 per cent., became laws, 

Of the 966 successful bills, 682 were of 
a private character. Probably nine-tenths 
of the 11,441 introduced were of the same 
character—bills to compensate some one 
for the loss of a few dollars’ worth of 
property, or to grant a pension to some 
one who had failed to get one under ex- 
isting laws. Undoubtedly justice de- 
mands that in many of these cases the 
desired relief should be given, but the 
National House of Representatives should 
not be required to use its time in hearing 
the arguments pro and con, spending 
$100,000 worth of time that should be de- 
voted to the careful consideration of ques- 
tions of national importance in studying 
and passing upon a bill granting a pen- 
sion of $8 a month to John Smith or 
one paying an army officer $50 for cloth- 
ing lost in a fires And at best under the 
present system justice can be given to a 
very small percentage of the applicants. 
The others must suffer because Congress 
can attend to only a small part of this pri- 
vate business, 

Business of this kind should be disposed 
of in some other way. Weeks of valu- 
able time should not be wasted at the 
beginning of a session in the introduction 
of private bills, nor should the time of 
committees be consumed in handling 
them. An attempt has already been 
made to send such appeals to the execu- 
tive departments and the courts, but the 
burden has not been made easier for 
Congress to bear. The cost of printing 
the private bills, probably $75,000 in each 
Congress, would satisfy hundreds of 
claims if it could be saved and applied 
for the benefit of cluimants. The argu- 
ment for a reform in this respect is based 
upon two facts—that the time of Congress 
can be used to much greater advantage in 
the consideration of public business, and 
that the interests of applicants for relief 
can be better served by providing for a 
consideration of them elsewhere.

men who spend their time in doing 
errands in the several executive depart- 
ments and in pushing or studying private 
claims in Congress. The national legis- 
lator must have this burden lifted from 
his shoulders, just as the Chief Magis- 
trate must be allowed to attend to busi- 
ness more important than listening for 
ten hours a day to the men who have 
candidates for the Post Offices in Podunk 
and other towns. There will be great 
work that both the legislative and exec- 
utive departments must do for a nation 
so great as this is and will be, and it is 
folly to tie the hands of those who will 
be called upon to do it. 








GREECE READY FOR WAR. 

The alleged demand of the great na- 
tions that Greece, Servia, and Bulgaria 
shall demobilize their armies is not likely 
to have been a joint and formal one, since 
the reopening of the Balkan conference was 
set for no earlier date than the 17th of the 
present month. It has even been asserted 
that the conference may not be reopened 
at all, as its members are not likely to 
agree on a definite policy. Still, some 
general advice may again have been given 
to the Balkan States on the folly of going 
to war, just as it was given to King MIL- 
AN and Prince ALEXANDER, 

It is the attitude of Greece that pro- 
vokes the new anxiety. Servia and Bul- 
garia seem to be observing the terms of 
their armistice, but the bitter experience 
of the former has not checked the war 
fever at Athens. Not long ago Greece 
sent to the powers a vigorous protest 
against the union of Bulgaria and East- 
ern Roumelia, demanding instead the old 
Berlin treaty status, and notifying them 
that she should continue her naval and 
military preparations. She has collected 
troops near the Gulf of Arta, ready to ad- 
vance toward Janina, in Albania, and has 
coaled her fleet. King GrorGE apparently 
feels something of the same popular 
pressure for a choice between going to 
war and losing his crown which the 
Servians forced upon King Miuan. While 
the far from hot-blooded Dane responds 
but moderately to his excitable subjects, 
and perhaps manifests some desire to heed 
the commands of the great powers, he 
must have noted that King Mian, when 
returning even from an ill-starred cam- 
paign, was welcomed the other day at 
Belgrade with popular enthusiasm as 
well as official protestations of loyalty. 

Greece has borrowed so much money 
and laid out so much labor in getting 
ready for war that she is, perhaps, afraid 
of becoming a laughing stock by quietly 
subsiding. Could she only annex Crete 
she might, perhaps, disarm and accept 
this as adequate indemnity for her ex- 
penditures; but the Porte has protested 
that the signatures on the petition of the 
islanders for annexation are fictitious. 
After the fighting between Servia and 
Bulgaria was over, the Greek Chamber of 
Deputies showed its own belligerent 
spirit by authorizing the Government 
to contract loans for $20,000,000 to 
strengthen the army and navy. Prime 
Minister DELYANNIS, who introduced the 
bill, had just before suddenly called for an 
expression of confidence, and received it 
by 117 votes to 12. At that time the First 
Army Corps, under Gen. SAPUNDAKI, was 
encamped near the frontier, ready to 
cross. Besides these war preparations 
the Chamber of Deputies had voted a bill 
of credit of $2,400,000 to purchase war 
vessels, and another authorizing a patri- 
otic loan of $6,000,000, on the strength of 
which Nordenfeldt guns were ordered in 
large numbers, Greece is not so rich as 
to be able to afford this luxury of prepa- 
ration without putting it tosome use. 

The hopelessness of a single-handed 
struggle with Turkey, however, has led 
Greece to make overtures of alliance to 
Montenegro, which, small as she is, never- 
theless has dreams of supremacy in the 
Balkan peninsula, thanks to her powerful 
protector, Russia. Early in the Autumn 
disturbances Montenegro assured the 
Porte of her friendliness, but this was 
when Turkey was supposed to be bent on 
destroying the Bulgarian union. Greece 
and Montenegro, although having no 
boundaries in common with either Servia 
or Bulgaria, yet agree, apparently, in re- 
sisting Bulgarian predominance; and the 
Montenegrin Official Gazette once hinted 
that its Government would go to the res- 
cue of Servia should Prince ALEXANDER 
carry out his threat of crushing her. They 
sympathize also in hatred of Turkey, and 
in the expectation of one day profiting 
territorially at her expense. 

Nevertheless, Greece could probably at 
most put 60,000 men in the field, and Mon- 
tenegro but 20,000, whereas Turkey is be- 
lieved to have something like a quarter of 
a million now under arms. The infer- 
ence is inevitable that, unless they have 
chosen to deliberately repeat King MIL- 
AN’s costly folly, any forward step 
against Turkey would be taken with the 
connivance of at least one of the great 
powers, Alleged demands made upon 
them to disarm would not remove this 
suspicion, 











The Gibbs committee finds itself under 
the necessity of asking the Senate for an 
extension of time for the completion of its 
report. Eight months ought to have been 
time enough for the work it had to do, to 
say nothing of that which it has actually 
accomplished, and for the preparation of 
its report, but as the report is not ready 
an extension now seems to be a necessity. 
Yesterday the committee considered some 
of the bills which have been prepared by 
its counsel. One of the most important 
of these measures and one which the com- 
mittee unanimously agreed to report is 
that providing for a new regulation of the 
investments of the sinking fund. This 
proposes to authorize the investment of 
the surplus of this fund over the cur- 
rent requirements of the debt in munic- 
ipal buildings, schoolhouses, docks, &c., 
which shall form a part of the sinking 
fund securities so long as they may be re- 
quired. This seems to be a judicious way 
of disposing of the surplus revenues of 
the sinking fund and at the same time 
providing for imperative needs of the 
city for which bonds cannot be issued, but 
it should be very carefully guarded. 
These are public funds which come from 
the resources of the people and should be 


applied with the utmost regard for econo- 
my. The avsolute needs of the city 
should be provided for, but any scheme 
that may permit the squandering of the 
funds should be guarded against. Most 
of the measures appear to be intended to 
_ work needed reforms, and it is to be 
hoped that the committee will be able to 
give them a support which will commend 
them favorably to the attention of the 
Legislature.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL, 


MME. MODJESKA AS ADRIENNE. 

Although “ Adrienne Lecouvreur’”’ is the 
play in which Mme. Modjeska first appeared on 
the New-York stage she is by no means seen at 
her best as Scribe and Legouvé’s morbid heroine. 
Her Adrienne, though a well conceived and 
smoothly executed impersonation, does not 
compare favorably with her Rosalind, her 
Mary Stuart, or even her Marguerite Gautier. 
The play is skillfully constructed, and there is 
p great deal of showy wit and sarcasm in the 
text; but to be acted properly it requires the 
services of a well balanced company of comedi- 
ans, a sagacious, indefatigable stage manager, 
bandsome scenery, and, above all, an actress 


with the genius of Rachel or Bernhardt in 
the principal part. Mme. Modjeska is a 
beautiful representative of the Lecouvreur, 
and the grace of her movements, the music of 
her voice, the aptness of her byplay, the con- 
sistency of every action she bestows upon the 
portrayal of the character are not to be demied. 
She depicts trutnfully and charminely the pure 
love of the gifted actress for the Count de Saxe: 
there is dramatic power of no ordinary sort in 
her encounter with the Princess in the darkened 
room: she attempts nothing beyond the limits of 
ber art in the monologue from ‘*Phédre,” and 
her death scene is pathetic and natural. But 
the play itself is not strong enough to maintain 
its interest under treatment according to such 
methods, refined and artistic as they are. The 
poetic beauty and elusive charm of Modjeska’s 
acting do not compensate for the absence in the 
great climaxes (led up to by ingenious trickery) 
of the fire and magnetism of the two great 
French actresses, who have thrilled audiences 
in the past in the recitation scene. Modjeska’s 
Adrienne is, of course, worth seeing, and it was 
feen with pleasure Jast evening. She was called 
before the curtain after every act, and the ladies 
gave vent to murmurs of delight as each new 
costume was revealed. The elaborate gowns 
worn -in Acts III. and gorgeous and 
voluminous examples of the milliner’s art, with 
side paniers after the fashion of the second 
quarter of the eighteenth century, were par- 
ticularly imposing. The support was feeble, 
except in the cases of Miss Mary Shaw, who 
was an excellent Princess: Mr. Leslie Allen, a 
somewhat hard but effective Michonnet, and 
Mr. Vanderfelt, a fair Maurice de Saxe. The 
temperature of the house was very cold, 
and several! ladies were obliged to leave before 
the close of the performance.

JUDGE DAVIS’S PRAISE AT THE MARINE 
SOCIETY’S DINNER. 

Fifty members and about thesame num- 
ber of guests sat down to the one hundred and 
sixteenth anniversary dinner of the New-York 
Marine Society, at No. 32 Lafayette-place, last 
evening. Prior to the dinner the society re- 
elected Capt. Ambrose Srow President; E. G. 
Tinker and William H. Allea, Vice-Presidents; 
J. D. S. Trask, Treasurer, anc George S. Hill, 
Secretary. The first toast of the evening, “* The 
President of the United States,” was drank 
standing, but one nautical gentleman was not 
satisfied with this recognition of Grover Cieve- 
lanp, so Mrastus Brooks, who responded to the 
toast, *“* The state of New-York,” made a com- 
Plimentary allusion to Mr. Cleveiand as an hon- 
ored citizen of the greatest State in the Union. 
Algernon S. Sullivan took care of the interests 
ot New-York City by telling funny stories and 
alluding in a jocose way to the judiciary, which 
was represented by Justice Noah Davis, of the 
Supreme Court. ; 

Judge Davis, in his response to the toast “‘ The 
Judiciary,’’ convulsed his hearers by referring 
to Mr. Sullivan asa gentieman of whose ex- 
ploits in Madison-Square Garden he had heard 
through the issuing of an injusction against 
him by Judge Barrett. Judge Davis reterred to 
the President as the most elevated of the rulers 
of the earth. “He is this,” continued Judge 
Davis, * because he is the choice of nearly sixty 
millions of people, and so long as he observes 
the duties imposed -upon him by the oath of 
office just so long does each one of the 
fifty-five millions and more of people of the 
United States owe him the allegiance which 
the Constitution says is his due. The 
man who occupies the position of President 
holds his office for the benefit not of any _fac- 
tion, but of thc whole people. He is my Presi- 
dent, though I did not support him, just as 
much as he is of those of you who supported 


him most strongly. Sofar as 1 am capable of 
judging the mau who is at the head of the Gov- 
ernment ct the United States,a man whom I 
admitted to the Barin Western New-York not 
50 many years, who, in the various offices he has 
been calied upon to fill haa exhibited power 
and acapacity to do justice between man and 
man, and who has reached, almost at a bound, 
the highest office in the gift ofjthe people—I say 
to you, Republican asl am, no man has ever 


sought more ardently than he to do his duty, or, 
in my humble opinion, has succeeded better 
than the President of the United States.” 

Judge Davis paused while his hearers gave 
three cheers and a tiger for Grover Cleveland. 
Continuiny, Judge Davis said: ** And amid the 
great events which are coalescing around him 
and the tremendous struggle impending over 
him to maintain the ground he has taken. 1 say 
we can have no higher duty, regardless of party, 
than to support him. [Cheers.] Efforts to break 
him down are being made. Ican see the storm 
brewing, but the great body ot the people must 
stand by him to avert the danger of the overturn 
of the Executive power and destruction brought 
upon the best interests of the country.” Judge 
Davis concluded amid cheers by saying, with 
much earnestness, “* You andI must stand by

PREPARING THE COMMITTEES, 


‘SPEAKER HUSTED AND PRESIDENT PITTS 
FULL OF BUSINESS. 


ALBANY, Jan. 11,—The Sanford residence 
in Columbia-street, where Speaker Husted has 
taken up his residence for the Winter, 
was overrun with visitors and with 
telegraph messengers to-day. The Speaker 
has determined to hear all who are desirous of 
consulting him on the subject of committees. 
The probabilities are, therefore, that it will be 
Wednesday morning instead of to-morrow 


night that he will announce his list. Among 
some of to-day’s visitors were Charles W. Hack- 
ett, Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee’s Executive Committee, who announced, 
after returning to the Delavan, * I am satisfied, 
from what | have sven and heard, that we shall 
see some very strong committees prepared by 
Gen. Husted.” Congressman Henry G. Bur- 
leigh, ex-Collector James S. Smart, and Senator 
Edmund L. Pitts, Clarence Meade, of the West 
Side, and John J. O’Brien also called to see the 
Speaker, but remained only a very few minutes. 

Telegrams have been fiying into the House 
from every quarter berging, even beseeching, 
the appointment of this member or that toa po- 
sition on some particular committee. It is safe 
to predict that the class of gentlemen who were 
pushed to the front last Winter will be tossed to 
the rear this, and that some of the older mem- 
bers who have acquired the reputation of being 
“strikers” will be at the tail end of the more 
unimportant committees. 

‘The gossip about the composition of the com- 
mittees furnishes little additional to what ap- 
peared in these columns thismorning. Robert 
Ray Hamilton’s associates on the Cities Com- 
mittee will probably includavthree other New- 
Yorkers, one representing Tammany, another 
the County Democracy, while the third will bea 
Republican. State Prisons would naturally go to 
its old Chairman, Mr. Palmer, of Clinton; Canals 
to Gallagher, or Buffalo, who has already served 
on that committee in his three years of legis- 
lative life; Banks to Hopkins, a merchant of 
Catskill. Curtis, Kruse, and Westfall, all strong 
men, will undoubtedly receive important com- 
mittees. 

Few changes are expected in the list of Sen- 
atorial Chairmen as published in to-day’s TimEs. 
The Finance Committee especially ougbt to be a 
strong body, tor reductions in State expendi- 
tures will doubtless be demanded, and this 
would be the committee todo the work.

ALDERMEN LOCKED UP. 
NEW-ORLEANS COUNCILMEN SENT 
FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT. 
NEw-ORLEANS, Jan. 11.—Last May Henry 
Neugass, a broker, of this city, purchased certain 
claims of State witnesses in the case of the 
State against Thomas J. Ford ana others 
for the murder of Capt. A. H. Murphy. 
Neugass made a demand for the amount 
due. This was reported upon adversely, and Mr. 
Neugass filed an application for a mandamus to 
compel the payment. The case was tried, the 
mandamus was made peremptory, ard the City 
Council was ordered to budget for the sum. 


This it failed to dc, and Neugass filed an ap- 
plication ordering Councilmen Baumann, 
Brennan, Carey, Carroll, Lord, Patron, and 
Winn to show cause why they should 
not be punished tor contempt. The 
rule for contempt was tried, and Judge 
Rightor took the case under advisement for the 
evident purpose of giving the Council time to 
pass the ordinance for the payment of the claim, 
Another meeting took place, and the Council 
again failed to pass the ordinance. The 
abuve named Councilmen were at once com- 
mitted to the Parish Prison for _ con- 
tempt. City Attorney Rogers applied for 
writs of certorari prohibition and habeas 
corpus to the Supreme Court, which were grant- 
ed, staying all proceedings. The case was hearG 
before the Supreme Court, and that tribunal de- 
cided by a rule of three to two that Judge 
Rightor was correct in his rulings, and retused 
tointerfere. Chief-Justice Beermudez and Jus- 
tice Poche dissented. A rehearing was applied 
for and submitted on briefs. Last Tuesday the 
rehearing was refused. 

This morning Judge Rightor received the de- 
cree and ordered that the Councilmen be ar- 
rested and committed for contempt. New com- 
mitments were made out and placed in the 
hands of Sheriff Duffy for execution. He sent 
his deputies in all directions and by the close of 
business hours all but two Aldermen had heen 
corralled, and before midnight all of the eight 
were locked up in the prison cell. The order of 
the court is that they be imprisoned for 10 days 
and pay a fine of $50. Ordinarily there might be 
someosympathy forthe imprisoned Councilmen 
under the circumstances, but in this case there 
appears to be none, the culprits being among 
those who were counted into their offices and 
never elected by the people.

WINNING THE FIRST GAME

STEINITZ STARTING AHEAD IN 
THE CHESS TOURNAMENT. 
OPENING THE CONTEST WITH ZUKERTORT 
FOR THE CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE WORLD 
AND $2,000 A sIDE. aay 

William Steinitz, of this city, and J. H. 
Zukertort, of London, began to play chess for 
the championship of the world yesterday after- 
noon in Cartier’s rooms, at No. 80 Fifth-avenue. 
There has. been a great deal of talk among chess 
experts about this contest, and interest in it has 
spread beyond the immediate circles of chess 
clubs. While neither man is a genius at the 
game, such as Paul Morphy was, both are re- 
markable players, and some unusually fine play- 
ing has been looked for. Mr. Steinitz is the 
editor of the International Chess Magazine, and 
Mr. Zukertort of the Chess Monthly. It appears 
that editors of journals devoted to the knightly 
game of chess do not hesitate to make remarks 
of an emphatic and personal nature any more 
than other editors, and there has been an inter- 
change of complimentary language between 
these two editors which has led to feelings too 
deep for words. Each man is bound to steep 
himself in the other’s gore, figuratively speak- 
ing, and the contest which began yesterday is 
bound to be a determined one. 

Acontract as binding asif it were made of 
castiron and steel riveted has been drawn up 
and signed by the contestants. It states that 
they are to play for the championship of the 
world and $2,000 a side. The match is to be 
played, until one party has won four games, in 
this city; then, until three more victories are 
added, in St. Louis, and then, until finished, in 
New-Orleans. The games will be played on 
alternate days,and if both parties win nine 
games the contest will be declared a drawn bat- 


tle. The time limit is 30 moves during the first 
two hours and 15 moves per hour afterward. 
Play begins at 2 0’clock and lasts until 6, and is 
resumed for four more hours at 8 in theevening. 
The records of the two men show them to be 
players of great ability. They have met before 
and each has defeated the other in tournaments. 
The score so tar, however, standsin favor of 
Steinitz, whoin his last match with Zukertort 
won by 7 gamestol. Zukertort has done some 
wonderful playing in simultaneous blindfold 
exhibitions. e has an astonishing memory and 
is said to be better versed in openings than any 
man living. Steinitz has been very successful 
as a tournament player and has never lost an 
individual match. Heisaclose student of the 
work of other players, but cares little for the 
authorities, Sraterdne to depend upon his own 
ideas. His admirers are constantly expecting to 
see him bring out some new and startling com- 
bination. He is said to bave a remarkable 
power of seeing through a combination and to 
be exceedingly skillful in his play for position. 
A good sized crowd assembled yesterday after- 
noon to witness the opening play. Among those 
present were Georgo T. Green, F. M. Teed, and 
W. M. De Visser, the committee of the Manhattan 
Chess Club having the arrangements in charge; 
W.S. Paterson and Capt. Mackenzie, well known 
as experts; Charles F. Buck, of New-Orleans, 
who acted as Referee; Dr. J. N. Navarro, Mex- 
ican Consul-General; W. J. A. Fuller, one of the 
earliest righ g al chess editors; the Rev. J. H. 
Fitzgerald, of Newark; Samuel Lloyd, President- 
elect of the New-York Chess Club; Messrs, Kroe- 
lich and Kaitenbach, who are leading in the 
present tournament of the same club, and 
George H. Peabody. The two contestants sat at 
atableon a slightly elevated dais in a front 
room. Steinitz, who had the black chessmem, 
sat on the north side of the table and Zukertort 
on the south. On the east side of the table were 
two little clocks on a sort of seesaw arrangement. 
When one player made a move he pulled down 
his end of the seesaw, and his clock stopped and 
his opponent’s started. In this way the time 
of the moves was accurately kept. They used 
alarge chessboard and good-sized men. In a 
large room adjoining sat the spectators, who 
could see the players through an arch. The 
crowd was kept out of the room in which the 
players were. On the mante! of the room in 
which the spectators sat was a large bulletin 
chessboard with pasteboard men, which could be 
moved about so as to show each play as it was 
made. W. 8. Paterson stood in the arch and 
watched the players. Whenever one of them 
made a move Mr. Paterson announced it and 
Capt. Mackenzie made the same move on the 
bulletin board: Most of the spectators were 
armed with pocket chessboards on which they 
made each move as it was announced and then 
puffed vigorously at their cigars while they tried 
to imagine what the next move could be. 
Zukertort is a small man, with a pointed brown 
beard and dark brown hair. He appeared to be 
nervous yesterday, clasping and unclasping his 
hands, hon, saan the floor with his feet, and some- 
times looking much troubled. Steinitz is some- 
what stout, has a round, full face, a fine fore- 
head, and reddish brown beard. He appeared to 
be calm and self-possessed, surveyed the board 
with an air of great coolness, indulged inan oc- 
casional yawn, and sometimes rubbed his eyes 
as if he were tired of the sight of chess men. It 
was 2:05 when President Green, of the Manhat- 
tan Chess Club, announced that the men were 
about to begin play. The seconds had tossed up 
a peune. and Zukertort had won the white men, 
which means first play. He began by advancing 
a pawn to queen’s fourth. Steinitz respond- 
ed by making precisely the same play. The 
two pawns stood out in the middle of the board 
like Sullivan and Mitchell sparring for an open- 


ing, and every one realized that the trouble had 
begun. Zukertort advanced another pawn toa 
position immediately alongside of his first one. 
The question then was whether Steinitz would 
take this pawn witb the one he had first sent out 
ornot. After along pause he decided that he 
would not and sent outa pawn to protect his 
first one. Then the chess experts remarked 
thatthe game had begun with the ** queen’s 


gambit declined.” and settled back in their 


chairs to await the next move, As the after- 
noon wore on additional spectators dropped in, 
and toward evening the rooms were filled with 
menanda few women, allof whom displayed 
the liveliest interest in the proceedings. 

While Zukertort made a few rapid moves 
Steinitz took the full time allowed for each 
move, even when all the experts and chess play- 
ers in the hall knew upon what square he would 


place the next plece, The rule that he seems to 
ave adopted is to take all the time allowed for 
deliberation, even though he should have de- 
cided what move to make before its termination. 
Even when Zukertort, who had won the first 
move, opened with the queen’s gambit, Steinitz 
took nearly a minute before he moved down his 
pawn to queen’s fourth. However, instead 
of accepting this gambit Steinitz instead 
of taking the queen’s pawn moved P—QB3, The 


spectators had expected a long maneuvring for 
position, but Steinitz seems to nave a fondness 
for doing the unexpected. Zukertort’s next 
move wus P—K3 to detend what he supposed 
an attackiéupon his bdbishop’s but 
Steinitz took occasion to bring out his 
pieces, and came out B—KB4. Zukertort 
then began bringing his pawns on the queen’s 
side to develop an attack upon the enemy, but 
Steinitz, while defending that position, gradu- 
ally pushed forward his king’s pawn with a 
bishop and a_ knight to support it, and 
compelled the white knight to retreat. Having 
accomplished that, he pushed forward his king’s 
rook’s pawn two squares. Zukertort, seeming- 
ly unmindful of this attack orimagining that 
there was no immediate danger, continued de- 
veloping his line of queen’s pawns. Steinitz, evi- 
dently concluding that his queen’s side was se- 
cure, brought another knight to the attack of 
the white king’s right. 

Fourteen moves had already been made on 
each side, and yet not a single man had been 
captured by either champion. Steinitz had 
brought down ono of his knights, and on the fif- 
teenth move he movedtit to knight 7 and called 
check. That compelled Zukertort to move 
his king. which he did to his bishon’s 
square, and then the first buzz of excitement 
spread all overthe hall. There had been very 
few inthis city who had bet upon Zukertort, 
and when Steinitz’s play had developed thus far, 
the Zukertort backers looked as though 
they would like to hedge. Several mem- 
bers of the chess clubs had bet six 
to five on Steivitz before the opening of the 
match,and their hopes were raised. However, 
the game was still young, and in chess the 
slightest error by whoever hasastrong attack 
can be turned to advantage by a skillful player 
like Zukertort. Then Steinitz drew first 
blood by capturing the white’ king's 
pawn with his knight, and again calling 
check. The bold black knight was then laid low 
by a private white soldier, who in turn was slain 
by a black mitred prelate, acting under the or- 
ders of Steinitz, who presently brought more of 
his heavy artillery to bear upon thiswing. He 
had lost a knight, but, on the other hand, he had 
made a break in the line of pawns, had captured 
two of them, and, by checking the black king, 
he had deprived Zukertort of the right of cas- 
tling, The doctor’s pieces were cramped within 
his lines, while Steinitz had much more freedom 
of motion. He had also brought down his king’s 
rook to knight 3, driven the white queen to seek 
shelter,and had brought his own queen out to 
defend a bishop. Zukertort made a desperate 
effort to divert Steinitz’s attention to the 
other wing, whose line he endeavored to break 
by capturing a pawn, but the successful 
white pawn was immediately taken prisoner by 
a black sentry. The black knight, now sup- 
ported by his queen, swooped down upon a 
white soldier, capturing him and again calling 
check, and driving the white king to the left. 

Steinitz was now four pawns ahead, and had 
losta knight and a pawn, while Zukertort still 
had all his pieces, but not in positions to assume 
the offensive with any chances of success. He 
captured the second black knight with his 
bishop who, however, was immediately 
brained with the crozier wielded by his colored 
fellow-ecclesiastic. When Zukertort made his 
thirty-second move it was already 6 o'clock. 
It was recorded on the large chessboard 
that was bung against the wall for 
the benefit of the spectators. When 
Steinitz, after long deliberation, replied, 
a recess for dinner was taken, but the move 
was not recorded, as it would have given Zuker- 
tort an hour anda half to think over the next 
move. Zukertort is a first-class blindfold 
chess player, and can remember the combina- 
tions on a dozen chess boards at any 
stage of the game, although he may 
not be looking at any. The chances were in 
tavor of Steinitz, but still even the experts 
thought that Zukertort might yet win, as he had 








several times managed tv extricate himself from 


. positions that to even good players would seem 
to be hopeless. After recess the interest of the 
spectators became more intense. Dr. Zukertort 
was evidently nervous, and often after making 
& move would leave his seat, pace up and down 
the room wrapped in thought. He did not 
need to look at the board, for the combination 
was photographed in his mind, and he was try- 
ing to solve himself out of the difficulty. Stein- 
itz puffed away at his cigar, and every now and 
then he would take a little sip out of asmall 
glass of brandy that stood on the table. Some- 
times both the great heads of the players would 
be over the chess board and almost touch. Then 
Steinitz would rise, deliberately put ou his hat, 
and walk up and down at the rate of a step in 
two seconds. Steinitz followed up his advan- 
taze like a bloodhound his prey, and after he 
hed replied to Zukertort’s forty-sixth move that 
gentleman threw up the sponge and Steinitz was 
declared the winner of the first rame. - 

The next game between the champions will 
begin at 2 o'clock to-morrow afternoon. 


THE TYPE-SETTING TOURNAMENT. 





THE CHAMPION M’CANN LEADING ALL HIS 
COMPETITORS. 


CurcaGco, Jan. 11.—A type-setting tour- 
nament began at a museum here to-day which is 
to continue for one week. The contestants are 
Joseph McCann, of the New-York Herald, 
the present champion; W.C. Barnes, of the 


New-York World, and Joseph M. Hudson, W. 
J. Creevy,eo Mon heimer, ** Kid” De Jarnatt, 
and Thomas C. Levy, of Chicago. The force is 
divided into two squads, and will set one 
hour and a half each afternoon’ and 
evening fora week, making three bours each 
day. At 2:05 this afternoon ‘* Time’’ was called, 
and McCann, Barnes, Hudson, and Creevy lifted 
the firsttype.

CLINTON, Mass., Jan. 11.—Dr. S. M. Nel- 
son, President of the West Rutland Marble 
Company, charged with complicity in the rob- 
bery of the Lancaster National Bank, arrived 
here to-night in custody of officers.

AN HEIRESS DECLARED INSANE: 
PittTsBuRG, Penn., Jan. 11.—Miss Annie 
L. Ihmsen, of Pittsburg, an heiress to $60,000, 
has been declared an incurable lunatic by a 


commission de lunatico appointed by the court. 


By a fall received early in youth her back 
and chest were affected. In 1879 Miss Ihm- 
sen became very ill, and according to the 
testimony of her step-mother and half brothers 
and sisters, then commenced to lose her mind. 
Subsequently she expressed a desire to enter 
some religious institution. She was very 
morose at times, and at other times 
seemed to be all right. She accused 
her _ stepsister of flirting with street 
car drivers, and finally she took a violent dislike 
to her halfsister, Margaret, whom she threat- 
ened to kill. Soon after she began to show 
symptoms of violence she was taken to Kirk- 
bride’s Asylum, in Philadelpbia, and finally to 
the institution at Mount Hope, Md., where she 
now is. All these steps were taken before the 
oung lady had been legaliv adjudged insane. 
Her attorneys instituted proceedings in the 
latter part of 1884 which led to the family 
filing a bill in equity asking the appoint- 
mene of a commission de lunatico  in- 
quirendo to take testimony and decide as 
to her mental condition. On behalf of 
the defendant, Judge Hawkins, and others testi- 
fied that the young lady was thoroughly capable 
of managing her own affairs, and in fact was 
the possessor Of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence.

AMENDING LOCAL LAWS 


—_——-o-~ 


SUGGESTIONS MADE BY THE GIBBS 
COMMITTEE. 

PROVING SOME OF THE PROPOSED BILLS 
AND DISAGREEING ABOUT OTHERS— 
NOT THROUGH WITH THE WORK. 

All the members of the Gibbs investi- 
gating committee, except Senator Comstock, 
were presentatthe meeting of the committee 
yesterday afternoon. The session was a longand 
at timesa stormy one, and concluded with tak- 
lag a vote upon many of the bills drafted by 
Lawyers John H. Strahan and Thomas Allison 
tor submission to the Legislature. The com- 
mittee has not closed its work, and wil] to-day 
apply to the Legislature for an extension of 10 
days’ time in which to complete its report. For 
this purpose the committee, with Mr. Strahan, 
will go up to the capital to-day. 

Among the bills which the committee has de- 
cided to approve is one relating to assessments 
for local improvements. This act provides that 
the engineer or surveyor in charge of the work 
shall prepare the assessment list for the expense 
of such improvements. It also abolishes the 
Board of Revision and Correction of Assess- 
ments and the Bureau of Assessors, putting all 
matters relating to the confirmation of assess- 
ments into the hands of the Commissioners of 
Taxes and Assessments, and gives them the 
power to treat all matters relating to assess- 


ments upon the merits of each case and give 
such relief asin their discretion may seem just 
and equitable. This act was approved by all 
the Senators. P 

There was much discussion upon tbe bill pro- 
viding for Spring municipal elections. The 
committee was divided as to the advisability of 
making them biennial or triennial. Some of the 
members were strongly opposed to the three- 
year term, but were finally convinced that the 
cost of a municipal election—$230,000—was too 
great an item and withdrew their objections. 
As the officers, which include the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Controller, are not elected under the 
Constitution, but under the city charter, it is 
proposed to reduce by eight months the terms 
of such officers as would Jap over when the pro- 
posea change in the election law shall take 
effect... While no conclusion was reached upon 
this bill, the committee was finally a unit in its 
intention of approving it. 

The bill regulating the investments by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund makes it the 
duty of the Board of Estimate ana Apportion- 
ment within one month from the passage of the 
actand in January thereafter to prepare an 
estimate for the expenses of the Department of 
Docks, and also during the present year to take 
whatever action may be found necessary re- 
jpecting the cost and expense for the erection of 
i. municipal building sufficient to provide suita- 
ple accommodation for all the departments of 
the municipality other than the police: also for 
the erection of a Court House for the accommo- 
dation of the various criminal courts of the city, 
including the District Attorney’s office, the 
buildings to be erected upon land the title to 
wthich is vested in the city. It further pro» 
vides for the erection of school buildings 
and ermories. When these estimates shall have 
een approved by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment and by the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund the amounts called for 
shall be appropriated for the several objects 
specified. The moneysthus called for are to be 
paic into the City Treasury by the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund and paid over to the 
Dock Department and for the other purposes 
specified, but in the cases calling for the erection 
of public buildings, schools, and armories the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund are to de- 
termine, after receiving a certificate through 
tne Controller of the cost from the Board of 
Estimate, whether or not they wil! invest their 
revenues in the said certificate. The docks and 
buildings so constructed shall be pledged to the 
sinking tund, which is aeclared to have a first 
lien thereon. On this bill the committee was 
unanimous. 

Corcerning the Single- Headed Commission bill, 
most of the details of which have been already 
printed, the committee was agreed except in re- 
gard to the Fire and Police Departments. Sen- 
ator Daly was the only one in favor of the bill 
2s drawn, which provided for sing!e-headed com- 
missions except in the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments, which was to have two Commis- 
siopers. Senators Gibbs, McCarthy, and Plunk- 
itt were strongly opposed to single Commission- 
ers in the Police and Fire Departments, and the 
final vote upon the bill was held over. 

The Unbalanced Bid bill provides that all work 
done by the city involving an expenditure of 
over $1,000 shall be done by contract. It declares 
that no special appropriation shall be made for 
any work in excess of the amount authorized by 
law. It is made a misdemeanor on the part of 
any city official to insertin the contract work 
not required to be executed. This vill was ap- 
proved as drawn by the entire committee. 

The committee #lso approved the bill in rela- 
tioa to the appointment of Police Justices, but 
struck out the clause requiring the appointees 
to be lawyersof 10 years’ standing. The bill 
gives the Mayor the cole right of appointment. 

Avother bill that met with unanimous ap- 
proval was that relating to actions against the 
city for negligence and consequent personal in- 
juries. This makes it incumbent upon the par- 
ties bringing the suits to give notice to the Cor- 
poration Counsel within three months and to 
institute the suit within one year from the date 
of the accident. 

Another bill which will be reported to the 
Legislature with the unanimous approya! of the 
committee is that which provides for the pay- 
ment of moneys due on contracts entered into 
prior to the passage of the constitutional amend- 
ment forbidding the increase of the debt of the 
city beyond the 10 per cent. limit. whe bill 
makes it the duty of the corporation to pay such 
debts in accordance with the laws in force at the 
date of the creation of the debt. 

A bill relieving the Mayor from the duty of 
signing the warrants drawn upon the City ‘Treas- 
by’ | was also agreed to. 

nthe very important bill transferring the 
powers and duties of the Board ot Excise to the 
Commissioners of the Police the four members 
of the committee were equally divided, Mr. 
Gibbs and Mr. Plunkitt opposing the transfer 
nod Mr. Daly and Mr. McCarthy favoring it. 

Senator Piunkitt fought hard against the ap- 
proval of the bill relating to the construction of 
street surface railroads in the cities, towns, and 
villages of the State. This bill calls for amend- 
ments to the statutes now in torce making it 
obligatory in the future to have the concurrent 

tonsent of both the Mayorand Common Council 

vhenever the consent of the local authorities is 
required. This makes the Mayor’s veto final. 
The committee sat down upon Mr. Plunkitt and 
ordered its approval incorporated in the report. 

The final bili taken up at yesterday’s session 
was one relating to the jocal self-sovernment in 
this city. This provides for the abolition of the 
Bureau of Permits and office of Registrar of 
Permits in the Mayor’s office; the Bureau for the 
Removal of _Incumbrances in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and the Bu- 
reau of Corporation Attorney. It  pro- 
hibits the granting of permits for any 
encroachments on the streets, save where new 
buildings are being erected; reduces the num- 
ber of bureaus in the Department of Public 
Works from eight to three, consolidating the 
work in these bureaus; provides that no new 
sewers shall be built unless approved by the 
Mayor. travsfers the collection of water rents 
jrom the Department of Public Works to the 
Controller; requires the Park Commission to 
finish the work of laying out and monumenting 
the city north of One Hundred and Fifty-fifth- 
street and in the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards within two years from the passage 
of the act, and confines the powers of the Park 
Commission to the charge of the parks, squares, 
and sidewalks adjoining. The majority of the 
committee approved this bill, except in regard 
to the transfer of the collection ot the 
water rents to the Controller. This was 
jJaid over. The committee also discussed at 
length the proposal to take the Bureau of Elec- 
tions from the control of the Board of Police 
Commissioners and put it in charge of a com- 
mission of two, taken trom each of the domi- 
nant political parties, and to be appointed by 
the Chief-Justices of the various courts. No 
conclusion was arrived at, as both Senators Mc- 
Carthy and Gibbs were outspoken in their op- 
position to the proposed change. There was 
niso nothing done concerning the proposed 
recommendations to the Legisiature to suggest 
zn amencment to the Constitution in regard to 
smandatory laws affecting the execution of work 
in theadministration of lccal government, the 
object being to secure local self-ruleand putting 
on the city the burden of governing itself. The 
matter willagain be taken up at the meeting on 
Saturday next. 





COMMENTING ON BUSINESS METHODS. 

The Arbitration Committee of the Cot- 
ton Exchange reported yesterday on the com- 
plaintof G. E. Staengler against C. W,, Crosby, 
Son & Co. The defendants were charged with 
traud in baving delivered to the complainant 
cotton of a quality inferior to that shown in 
sample on which contracts were made, and the 
Arbitration Committee find the charges upheld 
by testimony. It has been the firm’s custom, 
says the official report filed yesterday, “in no in- 
stance to employ a broker to represent them in 
deliveries, but to act as such broker themselves; 
to employ oo sampler directly representing 
them, but toemploy thesampler of the opposite 
party, paying him at the rate of $3 per contract, 
equal to about $9 per day, as against bis regular 
wages of about $2 83a dry or $17 a week; also, 
toemploy no regular weicher themselves, but 
to employ the weizher of the opposite party, 

aying him therefor vy the day, thus making 

im the representative of both parties, and this 
seems to have been done in both instances with- 
out the knowledge of the employers of these 
men that they were employed by the defendants 
aud were being paid in this manner.” 





HIGHER STEERAGE RATES. 
The English steamship agents have re- 
ceived instructions by cable to increase their 
prepaid steerage rates. The Cunard, White 


Star, Inman, and Guion Lines are to raise their 
rates from $15 to $20. Differential rates will be 
xllowed the Anchor, State, and American Lines 
which will charge $19, and to the Monarch and 
National Lines, which will charge $18. The new 
yates will go into effect on Jan.18. An increase 
n rates to the Continent by the English lines has 
oun proposed. 





SLEIGHING NOT FIRST CLASS, 


EVERY ONE OUT, HOWEVER, TO ENJOY 
WHAT SPORT THERE WAS, t 

From early morning yesterday until 
after midnight sleigh bells jingled through the 
Park. The daylight bours belonged essentially 
to the ladies. Some of them drove out in merry 
pairs and trios and bowled over the snow as dex- 
terously as practiced reinsmen. The majority 
were, of course, with escorts, and the sights 
thereby presented warmed the hearts of the 
graybeards wko watched the merry current 
from the road house windows by demonstrating 


that two persons could squeeze into as narrow a 
seat and be covered as snugly by a single robe as 
in the good old days. Whether unattended or 
with single escort or in family groups riding be- 
bind a co.chman the ladies imparted to the day's 
sleighing the double charm of bright color and 
smiling faces. 

During the middle of the afternoon there was 
in the Park a moving pageant of decorated 
horseflesh and womanhood. It seemed just then 
as though half the coach horses in the city were 
in line, and nothing was spared to dress them all 
they could stand, Strips of fur across the fore- 
head, plumes waving from trappines on the 
back, and silver and gold shining at every joint 
of harness were decorations that few omitted. 
Some of the plumes were massive, all were 
bright, and while.crace was sometimes sacrificed 
to show the picture gained in variety and offect- 
iveness. Dr. Banker's team of bays, with black 
and orange plumes tossing over the horses and 
atthe carriage front, and Vice-President Gal- 
laway’s grays, over whom waved gold and brown 
plumes, were conspicuous in this gorgeous array, 

It should not be supposed that the fast horses 
sulked in their stalls all day. Many of them had 
their heels admired on the road. They furnished 
a neat contrast, strimped as they were to the 
bare needs of travel. to the heavily mounted 
animalsof luxury. Gabe Case was one of the 
first to try more than a jogging gait. He rode 
behind his new named chestnut horse, Hugh 
Grant, and Decoration. Matthew Strauss drove 
out behind a sister of Flora Temple. Frank 
Work spun upthe road behind Dick Swiveller, 
and Mr. Bonner gave Keene Jim an airing. 

At about 4 o’clock, when there was a string of 
teams up and down the road as far as could be 
seen from Case’s,a pairof white animals that 
had enjoyedacorn coh diet since Fall, came 
lumbering across the Fleetwood bridge with a 
farm wagon in tow. They had hardly turned 
up toward Judge Smith’s when Ea Kearney's 
spotted colt Charley trotted past them with a 
double team in hot chase. The white team 
caught the spirit of the chase. Before the farm- 
ercould gather his sensesor his reins he was 
fiying up the road, an astonished party to a race 
that would not have been _— disercdita- 
ble on the turf. He tugged at the 
reins, but soon seeing that he only 
wasted his time at that work, he gave himself up 
to the chase in earnest. The three teams went 
by Judge Smith’s like the wind. The farmer's 
slouch hat was pulled down at the back of his 
head and his jaws were clenched with firm reso- 
lution. There was a scampering among the 

lumed society teams to get out of the way. 

eople who had been watching for a brush 
crowded Judge Smith’s portico and windows 
and teams up the road pulled off to one side to 
give the flyers fullswing. The farmer's horses 
were not used to keeping the track or their foot- 
ingin excitement. Tnucy sent the snow flying 
from their beels and made the nimbie 
thoroughbreds attend to business for two or 
three minutes; but they insisted on ignoring 
the bend in the road, and despite the farmer’s 
efforts they rushed straight ahead at this point, 
just as the race was most interesting, and landed 
themselves and the wagon in a four-foot drift. 
With this conquest of frolic the race of the day 
ended. There was nothing else out of the or- 
dinary, the few brushes that occurred now and 
then being for short distances and of but pass- 
ing interest. 

Some of the people who went out with fast 
horses were County Clerk Flack, with his bay 
gelding Pookbinder; John J. Quinn, with his 
gray gelding Kerus; John Murphy, with Kenil- 
worth and Majolica; Neal Dunlap, with the bay 
mare Ida May; Charles Davis, with the brown 
mare Daisy; Sheppard F. Knapp, behind his bay 
Hambietonians: Lewis W. Parker, with a black 
and bay, and Jesse Yereance, behind Sheppard 
Knapp’s 3-year-old colt. At night the road was 
lighted and driving continued very brisk. Many 
sleighing parties were out. At Judge Smith’s 
alone three parties composed of about 70 person 
were entertained, besides the steady run of un- 
organized custom. 

Sleighing was not first class. The roadmen 
complain of not enough snow. One side of 
Seventh-avenue was nearly bare in the morning 
atthe upperend. Snow was carted from fields 
near by and dumped along the avenue for two 
blocks and up Barry’s Hill. Otherwise the 
sleights would have had to scrape oyer ground 
nearly bare. It was necessary todump also on the 
avenue near One Hundred and Forty-fifth- 
street.

BRAVE RESCUE OF A CHILD. 





LITTLE MARY RAFFERTY LOCKED IN A BURN- 
ING ROOM. 

Mrs. Mary Berger, who, with her hus- 
band, John,a baker, and her 4-year-old child, 
Mary Rafferty, by a former husband, occupies 
two small, squalid rooms on the first floor of a 
dilapidated two-story frame house in the rear 
of No. 197 South Fifth-avenue, went out yester- 
day afternoon to do a job of scrubbing ata 
neighbor's. She left the'child alone in the rooms, 
locking the door and taking the key with ber. 
There was a fire in the stove, and there were 


plenty of matches about. About 3 o’clock, when 
the woman had been gone about an hour, the 
neighbors discovered that her apartments were 
on fire. The women tried to get into the rooms, 
but could not force open the door. 

Patrick Kane,who is employed in a stable near 
by. ran up the alley on hearing .the screams of 
the women. He burst in the door, and found 
thatthe bedroom was on fire, and both rooms 
were filled with smoke. He heard the screams 
of little Mary Rafferty, and groping bis way into 
the bedroom found her lying on the bed, which 
was on fire. Her ciothes were allablaze. Kane 
picked the child up in his armsand carried her 
outinto the street. Her burning clothes were 
torn off, and she was wrapped up in an old 
shaw]. Aiter some delay she was taken to 
the St. Vincent’s Hospital. She is so badly 
burned that she is not expected to recover. The 
fire was quickly extinguished by the firemen, 
and the entire damage will not exceed $100. It 
is supposed that the child set fire to the bed 
while playing with matches, or that her clothes 
took fire trom the stove. 





QUALIFICATIONS OF A JUROR. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court 
yesterday affirmed the conviction of John Car- 
penter, who murdered his wife in Third-avenue 
about two yearsago. The appeal of Carpenter 
was mainly based on the ground that two jur- 


ors had improperly been allowed to serve not- 
withstunding they had admitted that they had 
& prejudice against the defense of insanity. 
In the opinion of the General Term, written by 
Judge Brady, it was said that a person exam- 
ined for selection orrejection asa juror cannot 
properly be asked whether he has a preju- 
dice against any particular line of de 
fense. He may only be interrogated to de- 
termine whether he has a bias or preju- 
dice against the prisoner’ personally, or 
one against the character of the crime charged 
against him so strong that hecouid not fairly 
consider the evidence. As to the duty of the 
juror, Judge Brady said: ‘It must be further 
observed that no juror has any right, and should 
not be regarded as having any right, to enter- 
tain any prejudice against any defense, whether 
of insanity or otherwise. If he permits a bias 
or prejudice against a particular defense to con- 
trol him he violates his oath. disobeying the law 
ot the land and perpetrating an outrage on the 
administration of justice.’’ Carpenter bas twice 
been convicted. During his second trial he at- 
tempted to kill himscit, and he is so maliciously 
disposed that the keepers in the Tombs usea 
muff tor his hands. 


INCREASED TRAFFIC ON THE BRIDGE. 

It was decided yesterday at a meeting of 
the Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge to increase 
the pay of all policemen, conductors, and toll 
takers who have been employed on the bridge 
for one year or more. The increase dates from 
the tirst of this month. Under the new schedule 
policemen will get $2 50a day, conductors the 
same, and toil takers, who have to give bonds, 
will receive $3aday. In recommending this ag- 
gregate addition of $33,000 2 year to the bridge's 
expenses Gen, Barnes, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, said that during the past few mouths 
trafic on the bridge had increased rapidly 
enough to warrant it. The net earnings for 
the year were about $208,000, and the prospects 
were that during the next year they would be 
$250,000 at least. 

The Trustees decided also to let Mr. Westing- 
house, of Pittsburg, put his compressed air 
brakes On one of the bridge cars as an experi- 
ment. He will apply his system likewise to 
tightening the pressure on the grip. According 
to a traffic statement submitted at a meeting by 
tne Secretary the total receipts on the bridge for 
last December were $57,608 47, an increase of 
over $6.000 for the same month in the previous 
year. But the receipts from the promenade last 
month fell away over $1,100 from the receipts 
from the same source in December, 1884. 








TO INVESTIGATE DR. BRISTOR'S CASE. 

Presiding Elder Craig, of Jersey City, 
yesterday appointed a jury of seven ministers, 
connected witn the Newark Methodist Confer- 
ence, to inquire into the truth of the charges 
made by Ida Downs against the Rev. George R. 
Bristor, Pastor of the Methodist Church at 
Spring Valley, N. Y. They are the Rey. Messrs, 
O. B. Brown, of Hoboken; L. RK. Dunn, J. B. 
Brady, R. Van Horn, Howard Henderson, of 
Jersey City; J. L. G. McKeown, of Hackensack, 
and Henry Simpson, of Bayonne. The investi- 
gation will be secret, and will be begun at the 
Centepary Church, on Pavonia-avenue, Jersey 
City, to-day.

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DOWN AN ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


——o-_—. 
A REAL ESTATE BROKER KILLED IN THE 
NATIONAL PARK BANK BUILDING. 


A well dressed gentleman, apparently 
about @ years of age, stepped into the narrow 
elevator car in the National Park Bank Build- 
ing, No. 214 Broadway, a few minutes before 12 
o’clock yesterday. The car was just about start- 
ing on its ascent from the first to the fifth floor. 
It contained three passengers, one of whom 
asked the veteran conductor, Samuel Whitlock, 
to let him out at the third floor. The well 
dressed, elderly gentleman, who was James §, 
Noyes, a retired real estate broker, wanted to 
go to the fourth floor. When the car stopped 
at the third floor the passenger who had asked 
to be let out there pushed the sliding door back 
and stepped out. Whitiock put out one hand 
to shut the door and at the same time he started 
the car with his other hand. 

Mr. Noyes meanwhile bad started to follow 
the other passenger through the door, evidently 
under the impression thatthe car had reached 
the fourth floor. Whitlock caught hold of him and 
attempted to pull him back, telling him that the 
next was the fourth floor. Mr. Noyes, however, 
was too far out of the car to be pulled back. and 
as the car was moving steadily upward there 
was danger that his body would be crushed if 
Whitlock continued his hold uponit. Accord- 
ing to Whitlock’s version of the affair he con- 
cluded that the best thing to do under the cir- 
cumstances was to give Mr. Noyes a gentle 
shove,so that he would drop on the floor ata 
safe distance from the elevator shaft. Unfort- 
unately. the old gentleman struck on the edre 
of tne shaft and tumbled headlong down to the 
basement, a distance of fully 45 feet. He was 
picked up conscious, but in a sadly bruised and 
mangled condition. 

In less than half an hour after his fall Mr. 
Noyes was being cared for in the Chambers- 
Street Hospitai. It was found that several of 
his ribs were fractured, one of his legs was 
broken, and he was severely injured internally 
by the shock. He appeared to be fully conscious, 
but made no statement concerning the accident. 
His wife, who had been notified, reached the 
hospital about 1 o’clock, and remained with the 
injured man until he died, soon after 2 o’clock. 
She was completely overcome with grief. 

Mr. Noyes had been in business in this city for 
anumber of years as a real estate broker, and he 
had accumulated a competency. He had not 
been very active in business lately. ‘The execu- 
tive officers of the National Park Bank caused 
an inquiry to be made into the circumstances ot 
Mr. Noves's death, and they satisfied themselves 
that Whitlock, the conductor of the car, was 
not to blame. 


PLANNING A NEW MISSION. 





A GENEROUS OFFER TO DR. PAXTON’S 
CHURCH SUPPLEMENTED BY OTHER GIFTS. 
After the preliminary services in the 

West Forty-second-Street Presbyterian Church 

Sunday morning, the Rev. Dr. Jonn R. Pax- 

ton announced to his congregation that the 

new mission of the church, in,Tenth-avenue, 
near Sixty-fifth-street, was overcrowded, and 
children had to be turned away on account of 
lack of accommodations. ‘“ Less than a year 
and a half ago,” Dr. Paxton continued, ** one of 
our Deacons suggested that Itake a walk with 
him on the west side and examine the field 
presented there for mission work. This 
church has a mission there which was 
established 18 years ago, and which is 

now supporting a minister at $3,000 a 

year. In looking about for a location fora new 

mission we met a gentleman who suggested that 
we examine three lots in Sixty-fifth-street, near 

Tenth-avenue. Their dimensions are 75 feet by 

half the block, and the gentleman promised to 

see their owner and give us the price. Within 
three days we received a letter from him stat- 
ing that the owner would deed the lots to this 
church in fee simple on condition that we would 
lay the foundation stone tora new mission, to 
be known as * Grace Mission of the West Forty- 
gana Presbyterian Church,’ in April, 

886."” 

The lots, Dr. Paxton said, are worth $25,000, 
and he wanted to be able to accept the gift in 
behalf of the church and fulfill its conditions. 
There were individuals in the church who stood 
ready to subscribe the $50,000 required to build 
the mission, but he knew that the entire congre- 
gation was anxious to have a hand in the work. 
The Deacons had appointed a committee of 75 
members of the church and congregation to 
take subscriptions, but Dr. Paxton wanted to 
start the ballrolling at once. “I want,’’ he said, 
“to raise $5,000 before this service closes and 
the balance of the $50,000 within 10 days. I 
will take subscriptions from $5,000 down to $5, 
and I tell you now that unless we raise 
the first $5,000 kere to-day I shall not feel 
like writing or preaching a good sermon for the 
next six months.’? The appeal was a perfect 
surprise to the congregation, the project for 
building the new mission being known to only 
four of the Deacons and the clergyman, Littie 
cards for subscription had been placed in all the 

ews, however, and at the conclusion of the 

Pastor's address the baskets were passed around. 
This occupied about 10 minutes, and when the 
Deacons marched downthe aisieto the pulpit 
the baskets were overflowing with bank bills and 
subscription cards. At the evening service Dr. 
Paxton announced that the subscription of the 
morning had reached beyond $21,000, and he 
added that he was proud of his church and con- 
gregation. A gentleman member of the church 
upon hearing this result told the Pastor to go 
ahead with the building, and there is apparently 
no doubt that the new Grace Mission will be 
speedily erected. 


REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

From the report of the Fire Department 
for 1885, which was transmitted to the Mayor 
yesterday, it appears that the fire-extinguishing 
force numbers 941 and the employes at head- 
quarters and bureaus 182, making a total of 
1,123. The number of fire companies is 71. The 
average alarms responded to by each company 
was 32, and the average number of fires at which 
each company performed duty was 12. The 
number of fires was 2,479 and the total loss was 
$5,789,283, making an averate loss per fire of 
$1,528 55. The casualties ut fires and in respond- 
ing to alarms (including firemen and citizens) 
were us follows: Killed, 12; fatally injured, 25; 
seriously injured, 102; slightly injured, 190; total 
injured, 317. The report of the Bureau of 
Buildings shows that plans for 3,368 new 
buildings were received during the year at an 
estimated cost of $45,374,013; 2,505 buildings were 
altered at a cost of $7,594,825. The new build- 
ings completed numbered 2,832. The total num- 
ber of buildings in the city, exclusive of sheds, is 
104,012. In some of the districts below Fifty- 
ninth-street the number has decreased since 
1883, the date of the last enumeration, which is 
due to the fact thatin many instances numbers 
of smali old buildings were taken down to make 
way for one large new structure, The ‘so-called 
fireproof”? buildings have increased since 1883 
from 138 to 522. The buildings over four stories 
in height have increased trom 8,251 in 1883 to 
14,109. Onan average there was 1 fire to every 
2 buildings. There arein the possession of the 
department at present 327 horses, 2 marine en- 
gives, $4 land engines, 71 hose tenders, 32 hook 
and ladder trucks, 3 water towers, and 159,503 
feet of hose. 


HENRY VILLARD'S ESTATE. 

Under date of Jan. 9, this year, William 
Endicott, Jr., of Boston, and Horace White, 
Trustees under a deed of trust executed by 
Henry Villard in connection with the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, having suit- 
ably adjusted and completed the Villard man- 
sion, Madison-avenue, Fiftieth to Fifty-first 
street, and liquidated all Henry Villard's indebt- 
edness, haye transferred, for a nominal consid- 
eration, the buildings on the southeast corner of 
Fifty-first-street and the northeast corner of 
Fiftieth-street and Madison-avenue to Mrs. Fan- 
nie Garrison Villard, the wife of the ex-railroad 
king. Sheinturn conveys to Harris C. Fahne- 
stock, for $168,750, the building on the southeast 
corner of Madison-avenue and Fifty-first-street 
with a plot 60 by 74.6 and about 27 by 64.8, on the 
south side or Fifty-first-street, 148 feet east of 
Madison-avenue, with nine-twenty-fourths in- 
terest in the courtyard adjoining, which opens 
on Madison-avenue. Mrs. Villard also conveys 
to Edward D. Adams, for a consideration of 
$68,750, the property, 73.6 by 64.8 by irregular, on 
the south side of Fifty-first-street, 74.6 feet east 
of Madison-avenue, with one-twenty-fourth in- 
terest in the courtyard. 








DECIDED AGAINST THE SPECULATORS. 

Judge EK. M. Cullen, in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, handed down a de- 
cision in the matter of the Trustees of the town 
of Southampton against the Moore Oyster Bay 
Company, for the right to use the waters of the 
bay and the lands under them, in favor of the 
Trustees. These waters were used by the resi- 
dents of the town jointly until 1881, when a dis- 
pute arose between the Trustees and the owners 
of the water front property. The latter settled 
the difficulty temporarily by selling their al- 
leged claims tothe land under water to three 
speculators for $2,000. ‘These speculators organ- 
ized the Moore Oyster Bay Company, planted 
oysters, and forbade the residents from using 
the Jand under water for any purpose whatever. 
Indignation meetings were held, and the test 
suit was the result. 


DELAYED BY THE STORM.

MISSING LAWYER BROWN, 


—_—_————— 


NO REASON KNOWN FOR BIS DISAPPEAR- 
ANCE AND NO CLUE FOUND. 

The mysterious disappearance of George 
R. Brown, a lawyer inthe Morse Building, at 
No. 140 Nassau-street, has caused great alarm to 
his family and much inconvenience to his cli- 
ents. Mr. Brown returned from Buffalo, whither 
he had gone on legal business for John Lafarge, 
the artist, on Dec. 13, and wentZat once to his 
home on Crescert-avenue in Jersey City. Sub- 
sequently he vis'ted his mother’s house at No. 
234 Bergen-avenue, and made arrangements to 
live there with his wife and two children for the 
remainder of the Winter. Returning to bisown 
home, he had a slight dispute with his wife about 
moving, and on the following morning he start- 
ed for his office in New-York saying he would 
be back on Tuesday. He never reached his 
office, and since then no word has been heard 
from him. He was 8lyears of age, and was 
known asashrewd, energetic, and determined 
lawyer. of a temperament changing from ex- 
treme calm to extreme nervousness. 

Both Mr. Lafarge and Charles E. Appleby, the 
real estate man, who have employed Mr. Brown, 
scout the idea of any wrongdoing. He had a 
sunstroke Jast Summer which disabled him for 
12 hours, but he was ready for work on the fol- 
lowing morning. At one time he ran away to 
Chicago to escape some pecuniary obligation, 
but the party interested telegraphed to him not 
to be anxious, but to come home. Josiah T. 
Lovejoy, who occupied the same office with him 
in the Morse Building, says that the threatening 
letter referred to in the Buffalo dispatch an- 
nouncing his disappearance was one he wrote to 
some gamblers in this city telling them that if 
they did not pay up he would make trouble for 
them. They preferred to pay rather than to 
fight. Mr. Lovejoy thinks it is absurd to sup- 
pose that they had any hand in making away 
with him, and equally improbable that he ran 
away on account of his debts, which would no 
amount to $2,000, 


PRESIDENT BEEKMAN EXPLAINS. 
President Beekman, of the Park Com- 
mission, referring to the action of the board in 
granting a permit to the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company to erect poles and stretch wires on the 
south side of Forty-second-street, adjoining 
Bryant Park, in defiance of the Electrical Sub- 
way Commission, says that the Park Depart- 
ment had no idea of aiding the company to do 
anything illegal.
